: am originally from the US. When | attend- 
ed college in California, | thought an 8.25 
per cent sales tax was pretty high.

AY otherwise innocent reply to a read- 
er’s question in your December ‘97 
issue (page 107) made me see red about 
the attitudes of the whole PC industry, 
including manufactures, retailers, con- 
sumers and PC magazines in general.

| believe the correct advice would be 
to contact Microsoft Australia and to 
obtain a new CD-ROM without this bug, 
free of charge.

Mr Bowie 
found OS/2 Warp 3.0 too slow with a 
486DX4/100 and 8Mb of RAM, but with 
16Mb of RAM he found it to be a wonder- 
ful operating system. He recommended it 
as an alternative to Microsoft Windows 95. 

| read Bowie's letter the day after 
upgrading my 486DX2/66 from 8Mb of 
RAM to 24Mb. Like Bowie, | tried OS/2 
Warp 3.0 before (twice) and rejected it 
because it was too slow, so | decided to 
try out his advice. | reinstalled OS/2 Warp 
3.0 in the (good) way he recommended, 
using “advanced _ installation” Boot 
Manager and HPFS. 

No-one in their right mind should try- 
_ ing using Warp’s HPFS with only 8Mb of 
RAM. lf, for some strange reason, you 
have to run Warp with only 8Mb of RAM, 
use “easy installation” and FAT. You'll 
save yourself a world of grief. 

Bowie is right. With more than 8Mb of 
RAM, Warp is a sensational operating sys- 
tem.

Buyer's tips 


Buying a PC is hardly a 
. game, but it can sure

tips for consumers in a 


- novel fashion. 


he point of the game is 
not so much that fortune 
plays a large part in get- 


ting consumer happiness. 
Instead, play the game to 
improve your odds by knowing 
what to watch for this year. 

If you select a brand name PC, 
you double your warranties under 
the Trade Practices Act. Both your 
dealer and your manufacturer are 
required to provide you with a sys- 
tem that is merchantable or does 
what it’s supposed to do. If your 
dealer is not around to fix your sys- 
tem, your name brand company or 
distributor is still liable under fed- 
eral law. 

If you take care in selecting 
your dealer, you will have a bet- 
ter chance with after sales sup- 
port. And you can improve your 
satisfaction if you tell the dealer 
what you want to use your sys- 
tem for before purchasing it, 
leading to a ‘fitness for purpose’ 
implied warranty. 

Astute purchasers will always 
check the time it takes to get a 
response on technical support 
lines before committing them- 
selves to a specific system. 
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Pre-checking inside a PC 
can tell you a lot about the 
quality of assembly and 
expandability of a system. After 
taking delivery, astute pur- 
chasers always give their sys- 
tems a full work-out to check 
everything is working fine, ear- 
lier rather than later. 

If you buy via mail order or 
direct delivery, always specify a 
firm period (usually about 10 
days at the most), after which an 
order is deemed rescinded. 

Where pre-payment iS 
required, always do it with credit 
cards rather than cheque or 
cash. Credit card companies will 
usually refund the amount if you 
fail to get delivery of goods. 

Common ways of getting 
bitten in the game are: 

@ buying on price alone; 

@® buying no-name brands from 
untested dealers and risk ending 
up with processors that have 
been over-clocked, re-marked or 
bogus; 

@ accepting bundled software 
without proper license 
documentation; 

@ buying PCs during the busy 
periods of December or June; 

@ buying additional warranties 
from companies that have no 
Australian underwriter; 

@ Buying clone notebooks 
without considering the problems 
of spare parts or after-sales 
support. 

This year, let's play the 
consumer game more astutely 
than just throwing a die.

Steps to building a Web site 


Once you've decided you want to be on 
the WWW (World Wide Web) you need to 
build your site. You might opt to do this in- 
house (if you have the necessary skills) or 
to employ an outside consultant. In either 
case the steps are similar. Begin by 
deciding what the site is to do, its aims 
and objectives. Then brainstorm all the 
possible things that should appear on it. 
Cull and prioritise these in light of your 
aims and objectives until you have a clear 
idea of what the site will contain. Organise 
this into a site plan. Typically this is a hier- 
archical format (although there will be 
cross links from page to page as well). 

With the site plan you can prototype 
your page layout. You'll generally find 
that your site can be condensed down 
to a few typical page layouts. Decide 
what these will look like and make sure 
that there’s consistency across the lay- 
outs so that they all look like they belong 
to the site. When the prototypes are 
agreed on you can create the pages 
and upload them to your site. In the 
meantime, if you haven't got your own 
server, you should have sourced a 
provider so that you have a place to 
store your site. You'll also need to have 
registered your domain name. The final 
steps involve rigorous testing of the site, 
publicising it and then ongoing mainte- 
nance. Expect to regularly update your 
site and, once every 12 to 18 months, 
give it a total make over. 
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Software issues 


Software is, like the hardware it runs on, a 
business investment. Before you buy, 
determine what your business need is and 
how the software will help meet that need. 

Appoint a person or people to look 
at the software you're considering. 
Always consult the people who will use 
the software day to day as they've spe- 
cialist Knowledge of how the software 
should operate to complete your busi- 
ness processes. Also consult a person 
familiar with your computer system so 
that you ensure the product will work on 
your system. Consider the range of 
possible packages and choose the one 
that best fits your needs. 

If possible, have the software 
demonstrated by someone familiar with 
its use and trial it with real life data from 
your business. Test typical transactions 
and some non-typical ones so you can 
see how it will perform for your busi- 
ness. Take the time to evaluate each 
purchase carefully. If you make a mis- 
take you'll lose not only the cost of the 
software, you'll also lose the time and 
effort spent coming to the conclusion 
that the package was wrong for you. 


Use your customer database 


Any business can benefit from having a 
customer database which stores infor- 
mation about its customers and their 
buying habits. From this database your 
business can get information about 
which clients buy which products, what 
they spend, who hasn't bought recently 
etc. From this, decisions can be made 
about marketing to these customers. For 
example, customers who haven't bought 
recently can be targeted with a special 
campaign to entice them to return.

From this list you should 
be able to make some decisions about

When you've short-listed the printers 
you're interested in, compare the cost of 
consumables for each. You'll find that 
there's a significant difference in the cost 
of, say, toner cartridges between printer 
brands and models. 


Develop a healthy respect 


While having an accident and losing all 
your data is a problem, at least it’s some- 
thing you know has happened. A more 
insidious and problematical issue is the 
case of your software making incorrect 
calculations because of some design 
fault or incorrect data entered into it. 


Problems like this aren't immediately 
obvious because the program will still 
work, your data is still there and calcula- 
tions are being made. However, it may 
be that the data the calculations are 
being based on is incorrect. For exam- 
ple, if your mark-up on a product line is 
25 per cent, you may have entered this 
(correctly) as 0.25 in your software. 
However, if the software expects 25 per 
cent to be entered as 25, then your mark- 
ups will be grossly under-calculated. 

Problems like this can cost your 
business dearly. They’re difficult to 
locate but you'll have a better chance 
of finding them if you periodically do a 
manual check on the information in key 
areas of your business, such as inven- 
tory, accounting etc, to make sure that 
the calculations are as you expect. 


Where you’re at risk 


Without doubt computer hackers get the 
lion share of publicity when it comes to 
stealing information or wreaking havoc 
on computer systems. The harsh reality, 
however, is that it’s your own employees 
who pose your biggest threat. Most 
damage to computer systems and theft 
is perpetrated by trusted employees who 
are in a position where it’s possible for 
them to work against your company as 
easily as it is for them to work for it. 

Where most businesses are at risk is in 
the area of their finances. Most major 
accounting packages allow you to main- 
tain an audit trail which tracks every trans- 
action. So, for example, if an employee is 
reversing entries to give ‘free product’ to 
friends or family, you can track it through 
this — provided you check it regularly. Be 
aware too that your employees can now 
access confidential data, steal and 
defraud your business using a computer 
in the privacy of their offices that in the 
past they could only have done in the full 
view of everyone. Become aware of 
where your business is most vulnerable 
and take action to reduce the risks.

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Marketing your business via 
e-mail is a cost-effective way to 
attract customers. Helen Bradley 


explains how to get started. 


Rows of whether your business 
is big or small you can benefit from 
marketing it using e-mail. E-mail is a 
simple, yet cost-effective way of regular- 
ly contacting your customers. Using e- 
mail, you can send product information, 
updates, newsletters, a pointer to the 
latest addition to your Web site — In 
fact, any kind of information to a client’s 
desktop for a fraction of the cost of reg- 
ular printing and postal services. 


Tools for e-mail 


You can manage a small mailing list of up 
to a couple of hundred or so people man- 
ually. Programs such as Eudora Pro 3.0 
have the facility to create and maintain 
mailing lists of up to 1000 addresses, but 
you'll need to add, amend and remove 
addresses yourself. 

A larger mailing list of hundreds, or 
even thousands, of subscribers will be 
too much to manage yourself and, at this 
point, you'll want a specialist mail list 
management program. 

Majordomo is the leader in the field of 
mailing list management software, and it 
will manage your mailing list by allowing 
you to maintain a database of e-mail 
addresses and to e-mail people from this 
list. People can subscribe and unsub- 
scribe to the list via e-mail and this is 
managed automatically by the software. 
Majordomo is a Perl program and 
requires a Perl interoreter on the com- 
puter that you run it on. So, to use it, 
you'll need help from your Webmaster to 
get it up and running. However, once this 
is done, you'll find it fairly easy to use. 
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If your Webmaster can't provide you 
with access to a Perl interpreter, look 
around to locate one who can — a 
UNIX-based system is ideal. When your 
list is created you can operate it by e- 
mail So, once you are up and running, it 
really doesn't matter where it’s located. 


What you can offer your 
customers 


In your e-mail to your customers you can 
include a newsletter giving information 
of interest and use to them. Don't be 
tempted to fill your e-mail with advertis- 
ing because readers will simply switch 
off. These days people are looking for 
information they can actually use, so 
include sections like answers to fre- 
quently asked questions about your 
products and services, or handy hints 
and tips for using them. 

If there's another business you know 
that offers products or services that 
compliment your own, consider selling 
them space in your e-mail newsletter. 
They can include information about their 
products and services which will be a 
marketing opportunity for them and 
something of value to your Customers. 
This way you'll reduce the cost of your 
newsletter and, if they offer a subscrip- 
tion service to your newsletter from their 
Web site, you can expose your business 
to additional potential customers. 


Getting people to subscribe 


Include an item in a high visibility area 
on your Web site inviting users to Sub- 
scribe to your e-mail newsletter. The 
more visible the subscription form is, the 
more likely it is that a viewer will find it 
and use it. Make sure you indicate that 
subscribing is free and tell them some- 
thing positive that they will gain from it. 
Majordomo has a simple e-mail sys- 
tem for subscribing to mailing lists and if 


youre running your system manually, 
simply invite your users to e-mail you 
with a request to add them to your mail- 
ing list. Their e-mail will automatically 
include their address so it is a simple 
process to cut and paste it into a folder 
in your e-mail software. 

Other ways you can collect e-mail 
addresses are via product displays or 
give-aways in your store. Ask customers 
to fill in a form to qualify for a prize and 
include their e-mail address as one of 
your questions. 


Writing your newsletter 


You won't be able to include graphics in 
your newsletter because most e-mail 
software doesn't make it easy to see 
graphics, so you must write your 
newsletter well and make it attractive to 
read. Make your paragraphs short and 
highlight your headings using underline 
in the line below so the different areas of 
the newsletter are easy to locate. Many 
users won't have e-mail software that will 
show fancy fonts so don’t rely on them to 
highlight your text. 

If you keep to a standard format for 
your newsletter, your readers will know 
where to find the areas they are most 
interested in. They're more likely to 
read each edition if its layout feels 
familiar. 

Like all newsletters send them out 
frequently. While you won’t want to bom- 
bard customers’ mail boxes with daily 
updates unless your customers can 
really benefit from this, a fortnightly or 
monthly mailing should be sufficient for 
most small businesses.

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Year 2000 


There’s more to the Y2K problem 


than whether the new millennium 


ticks over at the end of 1999 or 
2000. Jan Wikstrom reports. 


E y now, most computer owner/- 
users would have heard some- 
thing about the Y2K problem, or, as it’s 
also called, the millennium bug. Would 
you believe there are even some who 
think it’s a virus? 

No, it’s not a virus, and it shouldn't 
be called “the millennium bug’, 
because the crunch time is December 
31, 1999, exactly one year before the 
end of the millennium. It’s not strictly 
speaking a bug, either, but a case of 
misplaced economy in programming. 

Let me explain for the benefit of new 
chums: in the early part of the Computer 
Age, memory was expensive, so when it 
came to storing a date, the millennium and 
century were left off, saving two digits — 
we had dd/mm/yy, stored as three one- 
byte integers. It was the wrong solution, as 
it turns out; the date should have been 
converted to the Julian number (days from 
1/1/4713 BC), which could have been 
stored in the same space with no practical 
limitation (range 45,962 years). 

There are two aspects to this problem: 
hardware and software. The hardware is 
of course the clock on your motherboard 
(or an extension card if you're still running 
an XT), and its conversion routines in 
ROM BIOS. With most PCs, the curtailed 
date leads to errors in connection with 
dates beyond 1999 because when the 
clock should roll over to 2000, it doesn't 
— the stored date is only 00, and whether 
that comes out as 1900 or 2000 depends 
on how DOS tags on the century. Some

older systems make it even worse, as the 
ROM BIOS date turns over to 80 or 84 
instead of OO and there are other curlies 
because, for example, 99 has been used 
as an error indication in some models. 
We're talking PCs here; in the jungle of 
mainframes and minis, there are many 
weird and wonderful failure modes that 
are thankfully outside the field of interest 
of this magazine... 

As for the software, you need to look 
at any program you work with that stores 
a date; if it’s an old program, chances 
are it uses the three-byte dd/mm/yy for- 
mat and if it’s reasonably new, it should 
use either the Julian number or 
yyyy/mm/dd. For a trouble-free passage 
into the two thousands, you need to have 
both hardware and software right, 
although there are utilities that are 
claimed to keep the system date straight 
regardless of BIOS and DOS. 

It’s simple to check out your hardware 
and operating system. For a basic test, 
just reboot into DOS mode, set the date to 
31/12/1999 and the time to 23:55 and wait 
five minutes. Reboot again into DOS 
mode and type DATE. Does it read 
1/1/2000? If not, it’s time to look for a BIOS 
or motherboard upgrade. Some Pentiums 
have BIOS stored in a flash EPROM (elec- 
tronically programmable read-only memo- 
ry), which can be upgraded by software. 
For example, Award and AMI dated later 
than October 1995 can probably be 
upgraded with a patch that is available 
now, and AST and Gigabyte machines 
after July 1996 are problem-free. 

There are more comprehensive tests 
that diagnose exactly what the problem is 
and whether it can be fixed. I’ve tried 
DOSCHK, Test2000 and YMark2000. 
These are all freeware and you'll find 
them on this month’s cover CD. All three 
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worked fine, but tested slightly different 
things and put forward different opinions 
about what is important, in particular 
whether the actual CMOS details are 
important or if the BIOS can be allowed to 
compensate for CMOS _ shortcomings. 
The crunch here is if you have one of the 
extremely rare programs that get the date 
directly from CMOS; normally, date calls 
go via BIOS. By all means run all three 
and think about what they tell you. 

The text files and result screens of 
these three utilities have much useful infor- 
mation, and yet more is available on the 
Internet. Try the Year 2000 Centre on 
http:/www.year2000.com/ or, for the 
lighter side, http:/Mwww.leonardsloan.com/ 
about/y2k/index.htm. Note that most of the 
information on the Net concerns legacy 
systems on mainframes and minis. 

The system date is important not only 
because it date-stamps changes to files, 
application software consults It as well for 
such purposes as putting a default date 
into an entry field or checking for today’s 
appointments. Unfortunately, many 
applications handle dates so badly 
themselves that what they do with the 
system date dwindles into a mere blem- 
ish. l've been told that spreadsheets are 
particularly bad, with some even failing to 
recognise that 2000 is a leap year (do 
some calculations involving February 29, 
2000 in your spreadsheet and see what 
happens). We'll follow up this article later 
with information about software pack- 
ages with Y2K problems, as vendors and 
discussion groups publish details. 4

Healing the injured Dino-Fly 


@ When the game begins at Twinsen’s 
house, the first thing you should do is go 
to the back room (the key is in a drawer 
nearby) and get Twinsen’s golden ball. 
@ Now talk to Twinsen’s wife (Zoe) and 
look at the injured Dino-Fly. 

@ Go to the pharmacy and catch the 
umbrella thief (sneak up on him using 
“Discreet” mode). 

@ Talk to the man outside the pharma- 
cy and he will tell you about the 
“Weather Wizard”. 

@ After visiting the wizard you find out 
about “Ralph” the missing lighthouse 
keeper. You'll need to find Ralph so the 
wizard can ease the weather, allowing 
you to take a ferry off the island. 

@ Talk to Ralph's girlfriend and she will 
tell you that he was captured by the 
“Tralu” while taking a walk along the 
Cliffs. 

@ Before you attempt to rescue Ralph, 
you'll need your old clothes and medallion.

@ You'll have to pay to get in to the 
museum because the clerk doesn't 
recognise you.

Walk-through for World 1 


ARENA 1: After landing in this arena, 
turn around and collect the “Most 
Cowardly Power-Up” to receive a health 
boost. Run up the corridor and kill the 
waving guard with your chain gun, then 
wait for the next two guards and kill 
them both as well. Collect the “Worlds 
Smallest Nuclear Bomb” from the left 
side of the arena and use it to blow up 
the Atomic Lock on the exit door. 
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ARENA 2: After entering this arena, 
enter Sniper Mode and zoom in to the 
Guard on one of the parapets of the dis- 
tant tower. Wait till he is holding the target 
over his face then shoot it to perform a 
“Head Shot”. Repeat this for the next two 
guards who appear on the tower, then 
wait for the Exploding Crate to drop down 
and come to rest. Shoot this to blow up 
the tower and kill the three shielded 
guards, and then exit Sniper Mode. 
Collect the grenade which drops down 
into the arena then throw it at the red, 
glass wall (making sure you stand quite 
far back when you throw it). Now stand 
on the top step in front of the pedestal 
and jump and float with your Ribbon 
Chutes to collect the Mortar pick-up. 
Standing either on the pedestal or on the 
floor, enter Sniper Mode and target the 
black hole above the centre glass wall. 
Fire a mortar in to the hole and this will 
blow open the glass. Run into the room 
and destroy the Guard Generator in the 
centre of the room. Use Sniper Mode to 
kill the three Guards with giant targets by 
using the Head Shot technique, then col- 
lect the Dummy Decoy pick-up from 
behind the glass columns. Jump on to 
the lowest of the platforms and use the 
rest to reach the exit door. 

ARENA 3: Stop after entering this 
arena and use Sniper Mode to zoom in 
on the distant building. Target the area 
just above the closed door, and you will 
see three of the Exploding Crates. 
Shoot any of them to explode the struc- 
ture and blow open the door. Now run 
across to the building’s entrance, 
avoiding the Guards and the Tank as 
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you go. Once inside the building, keep 
shooting the Guard Generator till it 
blows up to reveal the exit hole. 

ARENA 4: Once in the Subway 
Station, destroy the Guard Generator to 
your left, then jump across the track and 
take out the one hidden in the alcove on 
the right. Collect the Grenades and then 
come back down to the Train. Cross over 
to the other side through the Train and 
approach the large door. When the Tank 
emerges, throw the Grenades at it 
repeatedly till it blows up. Run into the 
Tank’s room to find the exit. 

ARENA 5: Kill the Guard at the start of 
this arena, then shoot at the Console to the 
right of him a couple of times. This will 
cause a Ship to fly down and hover in front 
of you. Walk into the Ship and you will 
enter Bombing Mode. When in this state, 
you will be shown a view looking down at 
the arena with a targeting cross hair. The 
ship will fly you round the arena before 
dropping you back off at the starting point. 
While you are flying around, use the fire 
button to drop a series of bombs, position- 
ing them with the cross hair. Destroy as 
many of the Guards as possible, and also 
bomb the top of any buildings you may fly 
over to blow them open. 

When the ship has dropped you back 
at the beginning of the arena, move 
towards the building in the middle, enter- 
ing the two on the right or left to collect 
pick-ups. When you get near enough to 
the last building, a Tank will be flown 
down into the arena. A second ship will 
then appear above the building and 
hover for a few seconds. Zoom in with 
your Sniper Mode and target the 
Exploding Crate hanging beneath it. 
Shoot this to blow open the door and then 
enter it. Destroy the Guard Generator and 
a Nuke pick-up will be revealed. Collect 
this and the Turkey health power-up, and 
then exit the building. Run around to the 
rear of the structure and you will see the 
Exit Door in the far wall at the back of the 
arena. Use the Nuke to open the Atomic 
Lock and then exit the arena. 

ARENA 6: Follow the canyon passage 
in this arena to the right, be sure to take 
out the five Flying Guards before you get 
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to the end, and then stand behind the last 
block on the right to shield yourself from 
the Cannon. Throw the Dummy Decoy to 
the left, and then shoot at the Cannon 
while it is distracted. If you have any 
grenades left, these will help you to 
destroy it faster. Once the Cannon has 
been destroyed, jump up onto the block 
and enter Sniper Mode. Now select 
Mortars from your sniper weapon invento- 
ry, and fire a mortar into each of the four 
“funnels”. These lead down to the glass- 
fronted rooms and will blow up the four 
taunting Guards. If you do not have any 
Mortars, or you use them up trying, exit 
Sniper mode and search the arena. There 
will always be a spare supply somewhere 
in the level. After each Guard has been 
destroyed, the entire structure will 
explode to leave a chasm in the floor. 
Destroy the two tanks which appear on 
the other side of the gap, then stand at the 
highest point on your side of the chasm. 
From this position jump and float across to 
the lowest point of the other side. If you 
are lucky, Kurt will grab hold of the edge 
and pull himself up. Follow this section of 
the canyon and collect a Most Cowardly 
Power-Up to restore your health level. 
Return to the edge of the chasm 
and drop down using your Ribbon 
Chutes to the bottom and the exit.

Walk in to the droid, then drive 
it back down the passage and around to 
the door which leads in to the corridor 
filled with sentries. Now while inside the 
Alert Droid, you can drive between them 
without trouble. Once you get to the end 
of the corridor, avoid the Very Big Guard 
and jump past him to the room beyond. 
Collect the “Worlds Most Interesting 
Bomb”, and throw it into the centre of the 
room. When all of the enemies have 
crowded round it, press Enter on your 
keyboard to detonate it — remember to 
stand well back! If any of the sentries sur- 
vive, take them out with your chain gun till 
they have all been destroyed. Leave the 
corridor and collect the Nuke pick-up 
which drops down to the left of the 
entrance door, and use it to blow the 
Atomic Lock off the Exit Door. 

ARENA 9: After floating up the air- 
shaft, stand on the highest section of the 
arena and face the distant tower above 
the glass walls. Zoom in to the Mine 
Controller who is working in the tower and 
select Sniper Grenades from your sniper 
mode inventory. Target the Controller's 
head and zoom in to the Max on his face. 
Now shoot him and, if Successful, you will 
kill him with one shot. If you miss, or if you 
do not have any Sniper Grenades in your 
inventory, you will have to try again. Keep 
shooting at him with normal bullets and a 
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supply of Sniper Grenades will eventual- 
ly drop down into the arena.

General tips and tactics 


@ [he most important creatures in your 
dungeon are your Imps, so look after 
them. As the game progresses it is also 
wise to pick a squad of at least seven 
or eight Imps and train them up to level 
10. As they train they get bigger, 
stronger and a whole lot faster. 

@ While Vampires are a useful by-prod- 
uct of dead bodies, they can also be 
unruly and rather vulnerable to scav- 
enging. My advice is to torture them to 
death immediately: the Ghosts they 
become are far more manageable and 
quite powerful when trained. 

@ If you happen to encounter a Horned 
Reaper in your dungeon, keep him 
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apart from the rest of your creatures: | 


Horned Reapers tend to get grumpy 
quite easily and when they do, they run 
around killing anything in their path. 
Throwing gold on them quite regularly 
tends to keep them happy. The extra 
expense is justified because they do 
make excellent fighters. 

@ In the later levels, you will have 
access to a variety of traps. The most 
useful of these is the Boulder Trap, 
which instantly kills anything in its path 
(this includes your creatures, so be 
wary). The Boulder Trap really comes 
into its own on the final level, where you 
must destroy the Avatar and his com- 
panions, as well as an incredibly pow- 
erful rival Keeper. When you are tun- 
nelling around your side of the map on 
this level, you will come across a num- 
ber of Hero Gates: building Boulder 
Traps near them will make mincemeat 
of the Avatar’s companions when they 
teleport in later on. Unfortunately, the 
Avatar himself is invulnerable to the 
Boulder Trap — so you'll have to kill him 
by hand (no easy task, | assure you). 

@ When tunnelling, stay on the alert for 
blocks of gemstones: unlike gold they 
are a permanent source of income. 

@ Sacrificing the occasional Imp in a 
Temple can yield excellent results — 
experimentation is the key (see below 
for more detail on sacrificing for profit 
and material gain). 

@ The Avatar (who has been impris- 
oned by a rival Keeper) on the final 
level can be reached two ways — one is 
through the rival Keeper's dungeon 
and the other, well I'll leave that up to 
you to discover...

Changing printer 


This handy macro tells you which print- 
er is currently selected and allows you 
to change this to a second printer. It's 
handy if you have two printers attached 
to one computer or if you can ‘print’ to 
a fax as well as a printer. 

To create the macro, first you must 
find some details about what your sys- 
tem calls your printers.

Insert Frame 


One of the disappointing things about 
upgrading software is that functions 
you get used to using have a nasty 
habit of disappearing. In Word 97 the 
Frame option no longer appears on 
the Insert menu. Luckily the function is 
still there and it takes only a few 
moments to put it right back where it 
belongs. 

Add the Frame option to the Insert 
menu by following these steps: 

Step 1: Select Tools, Customize and 
select the Commands tab. 

Step 2: Select All Commands from 
the Categories list. 





Step 3: Locate the Insert Frame item 
in the Commands list. 

Step 4: Click on the Insert menu to 
open it. 

Step 5: Drag the Insert Frame option 
from the Commands list up into the 
Insert menu and drop it where you want 
it tO appear. 

Step 6: Click Close to finish. 

With the Frame option on the Insert 
menu you can reinstate the Frame 
option on the Format menu too by 
repeating these steps, this time select- 
ing the Format Frame item from the 
Commands list and dropping it onto the 
Format menu.

Current date 


The quickest way to add the date to a doc- 
ument in Word is to use Alt+Shift+D. The 
format of the date you get on your screen 
when you press this key combination can 
be altered by selecting Insert, Date and 
Time. From the Available Formats list 
select the format to use and select the 
Default button and answer Yes to the 
prompt ‘Do you want to change the default 
date format to match . . .?’ and click OK. 


The changes you have made stay in effect 


until you alter them again. This command 
places a field code in your document, 
which means every time you open the 
document the date will change to display 
the current date. 

To set Alt+Shift+D to insert the date 
as fixed text, which won’t change, insert 
your preferred date format into a blank 
document using the instructions above. 
Press Alt+F9 to display the field details 
and you should see something like: 
{DATE \@ “d MMMM yyyy’}. Highlight the 
text in the quotation marks and copy it to 
the clipboard using Edit, Copy. Press 
Alt+F9 to return your document to normal

Instant signatures 


To make closing letters quick and easy, 
create an instant signature line for your 
documents and add it to your AutoText 
menu so you can use it any time.

To do this, prepare the text for your 
letter closing and include a graphic of 
your signature. Highlight the entire area 
including the graphic and select Insert, 
AutoText, New and type a name for it 
that indicates its purpose such as “my 
signature block” and click OK. 

To use your new signature block, 
position your insertion point in a letter 
where you want the block to appear and 
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select Insert, AutoText, Normal and 
select the AutoText entry you created for 
the signature block from the list.

Collating copies 


lf you have a printer that repeatedly 
prints your pages in the wrong order so 
you have to rearrange them back the 
right way, your paper sorting days are 
over.

Quick fancy characters 


AutoText is a handy way of inserting 
characters, symbols and graphics that 
you use often and which are cumber- 
some to locate and insert every time 
you need them. 

To add a symbol or a graphic first 
insert the symbol or graphic into a doc- 
ument and highlight it. Select Insert, 
AutoText, New (in Word 6.0 and 7.0 use 
Edit, AutoText) and type a name for | 
that is indicative of its purpose, such as 
‘cent’ for a cent symbol, ‘em’ for the em 
dash etc. Click OK to finish. 

Now when you want one of these 
symbols as you're typing, type its name 
and press F3 to have the name replaced 
by the symbol itself. If you forget the 
symbol’s name, select Insert, AutoText, 
Normal and select it from the list (in Word 
6.0 and 7.0 use Edit, AutoText, select the 
name from the list and click Insert). 

Handy items to create as AutoText 
include checkboxes, em and en dash 
(Altt0151 and Alt+0150), quarter and 
half (Altt172 and Alt+171), cent 
(Alt+155), and your company logo. In 
fact, anything that takes you time or 
effort to find or type is a candidate for 
autotext even large paragraphs of 
text. If you include the paragraph mark- 
er with a paragraph of text when you 
highlight it to create an autotext entry, 
then the formatting of that paragraph 
will be stored with the text.

Font printout 


WordPerfect has a number of built-in 
macros of which the most useful is 
probably the one that creates a docu- 























ment for you that includes a copy of all 
the fonts on your computer. To run this 
macro first, create a new blank docu- 
ment by clicking on the New Blank 
Document button on the WordPerfect 7 


toolbar. Select Tools, Macro, Play, 
select allfonts.wcm from the macro list 
and click Play.

Once the bullet list is begun, press- 
ing Enter will start a new bullet item. To 
stop the list, press the Backspace key 
when a new bullet character appears.

To stop the QuickBullet function, 
select Tools, QuickCorrect, Options 
and from the QuickCorrect Format As 
You Go options list, deselect the 
QuickBullet checkbox.

Document Name and Path 


Add the document name and path to the 
footer of your Word Pro documents and 


you'll never again lose another file. To do 


this, first save your document so it has a 


filename and path and then click in the 
Footer area of your page or right-click 
the page, select Page Properties, Footer 
and click the Edit Footer button. To insert 
the file details select Text, Insert Other, 
Power/Doc. Field, click the Document 
Field radio button and from the Field 
name list select Path and click Insert. Hit 
the back slash key and repeat the 
process, this time selecting Filename 
before clicking the Insert button. 

Once you're used to the process, 
you can actually create this footer 
before you save the document, you just 
won't see any path on the screen and 
the filename will read (Untitled) until the 
file is finally saved. Then the full name 
and path will appear. 


Changing Word Pro defaults 


Word Pro’s new blank documents are cre- 
ated based on the default SmartMaster. 
You can change the settings for all new 
blank documents by altering this 
smartMaster. To do this, open the default 
SmartMaster LOTUS\SMASTERS\ 
WORDPRO\DEFAULT.MWP. and make 
your changes here. For example, to 
change the default font, position your 
insertion point inside the document, 
change the font to your choice of font and 
select Text, Named Styles, Redefine and 
select OK. When you're finished, save the 
default SmartMaster using File, Save and 
close the file using File, Close. Now all 
new blank documents will be based on 
your altered version of the default 
SmartMaster. 

Similarly, you can create your own 
SmartMasters. Create a document that

Dressing up text 


A page of solid text does nothing to 
invite the casual reader into your story. 
Sometimes you can’t locate an appropri- 
ate graphic so what you need is some- 
thing else to grab your reader's eye. If 
your reader can scan the key points in 
your text, they might be tempted to read 
the rest of it. So pick out the key points in 
your document and set them in bold 
type. You can do this one of two ways. 


Dressing up text 

Do you have a page of boring text that needs dressing up? Even if t's divided mto columns, a 
page of solid words does little to invste the casual reader into your story And sometimes a graphic 
isn't appropriate, so what can be done? 


Aa interesting heading is a possibility, but even the most mspired heading won't necessarily 
guarantee your reader will read on. What you need is something to grab your reader's eye. If 
they can scan the key points in your text, they might be tempted to read the rest of it Pick out the 
key points in your document by setting them m bolder type. This can be done a couple of ways

Two’s company 


To create a startling two-word heading, 
set each word in a different font type and 
weight and place one word partly over 
the top of the other. The figure shows 
FutureBlack combined with Brush, which 
gives a startling contrast in movement, 
weight, size, case and colour. The word 
‘Hot’ is heavy, stable, large, uppercase 
and red in contrast to the word ‘Shots’ 
which, because a script font has been 
used, is actually moving off the page. 
To create this effect, use the drawing 
function in your word processor, as this 
is often the only way you can position 
two ‘layers’ on top of each other. Most 
word processors have a text box in their 
drawing toolbox that you can use. Place 
each piece of text in its own text box 
and use the layering option to move one 
box on top of the other. Line them up so 
the baseline of each piece of text is the 
same as this strengthens the effect.

To make it easier to move the words 
around, click on the first box and then, 
holding down the Shift key, click on the 
second and select the Group option in 
your drawing toolbar. This will ‘connect’ 
the two boxes so that they move as one. If 
you re working in black and white, a simi- 
lar effect can be obtained by colouring 
the first word grey or silver instead of red. 


Type-onality — fonts have 
feelings, too! 


Because of repeated usage, certain 
fonts have become synonymous with 
particular messages, seasons or peo- 
ple. The right font choice can strength- 
en the meaning behind your words, so 
much so you hardly need to read them. 

Buffalo Bill is a name we associate 
with the Wild West and the font Playbill 
is a font from this era. Its bold strong 
lines are exactly what we'd expect to 
see on a poster depicting a Wild West 
show or a ‘Wanted’ poster. In contrast 


the flowing lines of a font like Vivaldi iS 


often seen as the perfect signature of 
Christmas or a wedding invitation. 
Dracula demands a Gothic font like 
Cloister Black, Fraktur or Black Chance. 
These fonts, with their heavy black lines 






















































































and serifs, reflect the sinister nature of 
the famous Count. And, although 
Caesar was Roman, not Greek, the 
hieroglyphic styling of the font, Greece, 
is often used to depict the times and 
people of the ancient Empires. 

Very black and white, and so com- 
pletely over the top, the flowery 
Algerian font introduces Liberace 
before we even read his name. The 
same happens with the Flintstones if 
they are set in Benguiat Frisky, the 
rugged and ragged letters of this font 
could be carved from stone.

In each case you'll find that the partic- 
ular font has become so strongly associ- 
ated with a time or place that we hardly 
need to read the words — the typeface 
does all the work. However, if you mix 
them up, they'll soon suffer an identity cri- 
sis. So when choosing fonts, consider the 
character of your design and match it 
with fonts with the same personality. 

And, remember, don’t select one of 
these typefaces for your entire docu- 
ment — they're too strong to use for all 
your text and their impact will be lost if 
you do. Instead, use them in headings 
or for your main text and combine them 
with a plain font which won't detract 
from their message. 


Finetuning forms 


Forms need to be disciplined to work 
well. To design a form, be clear about 
the information you need to collect — 
don't waste time asking for anything that 
you won't use. Group the information so 
that personal information appears in one 
place and other information which is 
interrelated appears together. There’s 
seldom any valid reason for asking for 
the same piece of information twice (for 
example, a person’s name) or having

someone sign the form twice, so work to 
eliminate duplication. 

The English language is read left to 
right and top to bottom. As this is the flow 
we are most comfortable with you should 
use this pattern to place your collection 
areas on your page. Set the ‘office use 
only’ part of the form aside from the rest 
of your information and box it so it stands 
apart visually. Include instructions for 
completing the form and, if it must be 
returned with other documents or a 
cheque, make this clear with a checklist 
in the bottom corner. Make sure the form 
includes information telling your user how 
to return it to you. Also record the date of 


creation in very small type (say Spt to 6pt) 


in a bottom corner, as this makes tt easi- 
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er to identify and discard old versions if 
the form is updated later on. 


The great white space 


It's easy to fall into the trap of filling 
every available space on your page 
with text or graphics. There’s no need 
to fear empty space; in fact, ‘white 
space’ as it’s called, can help guide 
your reader into and around your doc- 
ument. The trick is to get it organised. 
Nothing on your page should happen 
by chance, including empty spaces. 

If you centre-align your text, for 
instance, the white space falls on either 
side. It is comfortable for the eye 
because it’s balanced, and the shape 
the text forms on the page is mirrored 
along the page's centre line. 

If you butt text up to a graphic, the 
white space between them forms a 
strong line that ties the two elements 
together. The reader can immediately 
see the relationship. 

Or, let's say you have a list of sub- 
headings with text beneath each one. By 
lessening the white space between the 
heading and the text below it, you clearly 
define their connection. Make the space 
above the heading larger and repeat this 
same size space for each new heading 
to show the reader that all the headings 
share an overall relationship. 

White space can also help you grab 
a reader's eye. Look in the classified 
pages in your newspaper and notice 
how your eye is immediately drawn to 
the item with the most white space 
above and below it. In this instance the 
advertiser has bought space and then 
resisted the urge to fill it. Consequently 
their advertisement becomes the first 
one on the page to be read. 

An understanding of white space 
adds sophistication to your work. The 
finish is polished and you display a 
Subtle professionalism. 


Up close and personal 


Whether you're creating a marketing 
flyer for your business, a cover page for 
a report or an invitation to a house- 
warming, one of the most important 


skills in successful design is the under- 
standing of proximity. Proximity refers 
to the way you group the pieces of 
information on your page, deciding 
which bits should be closer together 
and which should be further apart. 
Placing pieces of information close 
together indicates they share a rela- 
tionship. Group the wrong details and 
your reader may become confused, or 
worse still, stoop reading. Group the 
right details together and they become 
one visual unit. Your design will grab, 
and keep, your readers’ attention, mak- 
ing sure they absorb your message. 
So how do you control proximity? 
You probably already do, quite natural- 
ly. But by being aware of its impor- 
tance, you'll be able to make the con- 
cept really work for you. Take a close 
look at the details you need to include 
in your design. Notice which pieces of 
information have an association with 
each other, which need to be empha- 
sised, and which, for instance your ref- 
erence number, are less important. 
Now organise these pieces into 
groups and organise the groups on 
your page. Start with the most impor- 
tant first, for instance the title, or the 
name of your business. Next arrange 
the secondary information. Finally, any 
necessary but less significant informa- 
tion can be added in a small font size. 
Don't create relationships between 
elements that don’t belong together. If 
they’re not related then move them 
apart from each other. Remember that 
proximity is all about how close infor- 
mation is to other information and plac- 
ing text apart from other text reinforces 
that these items don't share a strong 
relationship. 


When is a line not a line? 


When it’s invisible! A common trap for 
new designers Is the over use of borders. 
It's tempting to put borders around every- 
thing in an effort to keep the information 
connected and to attract attention. While 
borders can be useful for strengthening a 
page or for grouping information, using 
them too much can distract from your 


page. A more subtle alternative to using 
borders is to use alignment — the effect 
is the same but it is less obvious how you 
have achieved it. 

Alignment has to do with the invisible 
lines connecting the elements of your 
design. Your headings, text and graph- 
icS Can share common boundaries, or 
borders, which connect them to each 
other. These boundaries or invisible 
lines are called edges and baselines, 
and when more than one element 
shares the same line, your design is 
sharper and cleaner. The most obvious 
line you have on a page is the left mar- 
gin and if your text is fully justified, then 
you have two strong lines — the left and 
right margins. When you're positioning 
any headings, graphics or text, line 
them up with one of these existing lines 
and they'll look neater than if you simply 
place them anywhere on the page. 

Invisible lines can also be used to indi- 
cate a relationship between certain ele- 
ments. Even though there may be a num- 
ber of items on your page, your reader will 
subconsciously know which ones belong 
together if they line up together. 

When you design your page, make 
sure every item has a visual alignment 
with some other item. Left- or right-align 
blocks of text along with their headings 
and never centre headings over left- 
aligned text. If your graphic has a hard 


edge make sure this forms a baseline | 


with accompanying text, or that its cap- 
tion is aligned to its edge. If you have a 
graphic with an obvious centre line, 
then you might choose to centre the 
caption under it to reinforce their rela- 
tionship. You'll find that any item that is 
not connected to another item by some 
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line will appear to ‘float’ on the page 
and will distract your reader. 

Often good design is as simple as 
taking the obvious and doing the oppo- 
site, so be adventurous about where you 
put your invisible lines. If you have a 
piece of text and an accompanying 
graphic you can put the text to the left of 
the graphic, but right-align it so it sits tight 
against the picture. This way you'll form a 
strong connecting line between the two 
items. If you have a graphic logo next to 
a heading, connect them by choosing a 
heading text size large enough so that a 
line along the top of the heading extends 
across the top of the graphic and that 
they both sit on the same baseline. 

Alignment has such a strong effect 
that often the quickest way to ‘make over’ 
a messy document is to pick three or four 
strong lines in the document and to line 
everything up with one or more of them. 


Snappy letterhead 


When you need a letterhead for a special 
occasion, here's an idea for something 
that’s a little different and yet easy to do. 

Look through your graphics soft- 
ware for a ‘corner’ picture. Corel 
Gallery has a large range in the Theme 
Border and Simple Border chapters, 
but most graphics and clip art collec- 
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tions will have some for you to choose 


from. Using your word processor, insert 


the graphic into your page and position 
it in the appropriate corner for its 
shape. To balance the page use the 
Drawing Toolbar’s line tool to draw a 
line on each of the two opposite sides 
of the page. You'll need to experiment 
with the line weight to make sure the 
lines balance the weight of the graphic. 
If the lines are too light the graphic will 
appear too heavy and vice versa. 

If you use the Snap to Grid function, 
you'll find it easy to get the lines to meet 
in the corner opposite the graphic. And 
be sure to check the alignment of the 
graphic and your two lines. If the lines 
and the graphic ‘line up’, they’ll form an 
invisible border that will connect them 
visually. Save this letterhead as a tem- 
plate document and you can use it 
again and again. 


Résumé checklist 


Your résumé should be updated every 
couple of years, so here is a checklist 
of ideas for making it a trim and terrific 
vehicle for selling your skills: 

@ reduce it to two to three pages: 

@ begin each skill with a verb such as 
‘organise’, ‘facilitate’, ‘create’ to cut down 
on words and maximise its impact: 
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@ highlight the important parts — dont 
make the dates bold when the job 
descriptions are more important; 

@ keep a consistent style throughout 
and lay each page out with the same 
column structure; 

@ use the spell checker just before you 
print; 

@ add your date of birth (if you must) 
not your age and you won't have to 
change this each year; 

@ tailor it to the needs of your prospec- 
tive employer; 

@ use lots of white space to make it 
attractive to read; 

@ use a 12pt serif font for the main text 
to improve readability; 

@ use bullet points.

Changing a chart range 


lf you've used the Chart Wizard to create 
a chart and if you later find that the area 
you have selected is incorrect there is no 
need to recreate the chart. Simply select 
it, select the Chart Wizard button and 
move to Step 2 of the Wizard dialogue 
where the Data range is listed. Select the 
Collapse dialogue button at the right of 
the text box and highlight the area you 
want the chart to be based on. Click on 
the Collapse dialogue button again to 
return to the Wizard and select Finish. 
Your chart will now show the new range. 


Plotting two series 
differently 


In Excel you can mix chart types, for 
example, overlaying a column chart with 
a line graph. To do this, create the chart 
using the type that most of the chart will 
be plotted as. Then select the series to 
change the chart type for, right-click on it 
and select Chart Type. From the Chart 
Type dialogue select the type of chart for 
that particular series from the Standard 
or Custom Types tab and click OK. 

You can add a second Y-axis for this 
series if you wish by selecting it, right- 
clicking on it and selecting Format Data 
Series. Select the Axis tab and select 
Plot series on Secondary Axis and click 
OK. Select this axis, double-click on it 
and you can format it differently to the 
other axis if you wish.

select File, Close and Return to 
Microsoft Excel.

The macro will create tooltip text for 
the custom button. Test that it has 
worked by placing your mouse over the 
button. Once named, the button’s 
tooltip text will remain the same until 
you alter it again. You can run the 
macro at any time to alter the text or 
name a different custom button. 

The macro has no error checking, so 
you'll need to be careful when you use it. 
For example, make sure you use the 
exact name of a toolbar; check this by

selecting View, Toolbars and reading off 
the name from the list of available tool- 
bars. The macro also serves no purpose 
other than to name custom buttons, so 
there's little use in attaching it to a tool- 
bar unless you create a lot of custom 
buttons. It's best left in your personal.xls 
worksheet as this is opened whenever 
Excel is loaded and you can run it at any 
time using Tools, Macro, Macros. 

To create this macro in Excel 5.0 and 
7.0, you'll need to add a macro sheet to 
your personal.xls file (unhide using 
Window, Unhide if necessary). Key your 
macro in a module sheet in the file and 
save it and hide it again (Window, Hide). 
To run the macro use Tools, Macro and 
select the macro name and click Run.

Moving with accuracy 


When you have a particularly wide work- 
sheet to get around it can be difficult to 
use the horizontal scrollbar to move accu- 
rately. You'll find that as you drag the 
scrollbar, Excel will only show you the col- 
umn letter, not what the column contains. 

To improve this add a new blank row 
at the top of your worksheet by selecting 





the first row and select Insert, Row. Now 
select the row in your worksheet that 
contains the column headings (click the 
row number to highlight the entire row). 
Select Edit, Copy and highlight the new 
row you've created and select Edit, 
Paste. Now, with the row still highlight- 
ed, select Data, Filter, AutoFilter and 
you'll see a series of down pointing 
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arrows appear along the row. As the 
purpose of this row is just to make mov- 
ing easier, you can hide it by selecting 
Format, Row, Hide. Now, when you drag 
the scrollbar, you'll see the column 
heading instead of the column letter.

Erasing, clearing and 
deleting 


There are a number of different ways of 
removing information from a worksheet. 
The method you should use depends 
on what it is you are trying to remove. 
Highlighting a cell and pressing the 
Delete or Backspace keys removes the 
cell’s contents but doesn’t remove the 
cell’s formatting or any comments. 

To remove the contents or formats 
highlight the cells and select Edit, 
Clear. Choose Formats, Contents or 
Comments to clear these from the cell 
or choose All to remove all three. 

The final option is to use Edit, Delete. 
This allows you to remove the actual cells 
from your worksheet. The most common 
use is to remove entire rows or columns. 
Be sure that before you choose to Shift 
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cells up or Shift cells left that this is what 
you want to do. These options actually 
delete the highlighted cells from your 
worksheet and close up the space by 
moving cells from the columns to the right 
or the rows below to fill it. If you make a 
mistake, use Edit, Undo to undo tt. 


Selecting a sheet 


If you have a large number of sheets in a 
workbook you'll find that you won't be 
able to see all the sheet names along the 
bottom of the screen at the one time. This 
means that finding a sheet whose name 
is not visible is difficult if you simply use 
the tab scrolling buttons in the bottom- 
left corner of the screen. These buttons 
move you either one sheet at a time 
through the list or move to the first or last 
sheet in the book. Finding one particular 
worksheet in a workbook this way can 
involve many mouse clicks. 

However, if you right-click these tab 
scrolling buttons you'll see a list of all 
the sheets in your workbook. Simply 
double-click on the sheet you want and 
you'll be taken directly to it. 


Setting startup options 


There are a number of handy startup 
options you can set from the Tools, 
Options menu. Select the General tab 
and you can change the default font and 
font size for all future new worksheets, the 
number of sheets that a new workbook 
contains (remember you can always add 
more using Insert, Worksheet) and the 
number of recently used files that appear 
at the foot of the File menu (Excel 7.0 and 
97). You'll have to restart Excel before any 
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setting you have changed will take effect. 

Using the Color tab you can replace 
any of the standard 56 colours from the 
palette with a different colour. This is 
handy if you're looking for a special 
shade when preparing information that 
will ultimately be colour printed or used 
for slide presentations. | 
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Freezing column and row 
headings 

If you have more columns or rows in your 
worksheet than will fit comfortably on the 
screen, you can freeze the column and 
row headings so that you can move 
around the worksheet more easily. To do 
this, position the worksheet on the screen 
so that the titles are in the position that you 
want them to be; this will usually mean 
that they’re up in the top-left corner of the 
screen. To fix the headings you can use

the mouse by positioning it above (or to 
the left) of the first row (or column) until it 
changes shape to a line with a double 
arrow on it and drag the divider down (or 
to the right) over the headings. Alternately 
you can place the mouse in the cell imme- 
diately below and to the right of the head- 
ing row and select View, Titles and select 
both the Rows Above Current Cell and 
Column Left of Current Cell checkboxes 
and click OK. 

You'll notice the row and column 
headings look a little different when 
they’re frozen as titles and wherever 
you move in your worksheet the row 
and column headings will remain fixed. 

To undo the titles, select View, Titles 
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and deselect the checkboxes and click 
OK. Alternately, you can use the mouse 
to reverse the process. It will change 
shape when you're in the correct posi- 
tion to drag the frozen titles back off the 
worksheet. 


Changing formulas to values 


Often you'll want to change formulas to 
values, so, instead of the equivalent of 
=4+6, the cell will contain the value 10. 
You can do this by highlighting the 
cells to change and select Edit, Copy. 
Without moving, select Edit, Paste 
Special and select the Formulas as 
Values checkbox and click OK. This 
will paste the values over the top of the 
formulae that created them.

Creating a chart with 
pictures 


Quattro Pro allows you to create won- 
derful charts using bitmap pictures 
instead of colours. To create a chart with 
pictures, first create a bar chart based 
on your data with the headings and leg- 
end text that you want. Then select the 
first series to alter by clicking on one of 
the coloured bars. Right-click and select 
Bar Series Properties, select the Fill 
Settings and from the Fill Style list select 
Bitmap. Click on the folder button and 
locate an appropriate bitmap image on 
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your disk. Experiment with the Tile to Fit, 
Shrink to Fit and Crop to Fit settings and 
select OK to continue. 

Repeat this process with each of the 
remaining bars. You might need to 
widen the bars so that your graphics 
display better. To do this, right-click on 
a column and select Bar Series 
Properties, select the Bar Options tab, 
increase the Bar Width Percentage and 
select OK to finish. 


Changing the default 
workbook 


You can alter the default directory that 
Quattro Pro stores your files in and your 
starting workbook by right-clicking on 
the Quattro Pro application titlebar. 
From the menu select Application 
Properties and select the File Options 
tab. Set the Directory to point to the 
directory that you want to store your 
files in. If you always want Quattro Pro 
to begin with a certain file open then 
place this filename in the Autoload File 
text box. Click OK to finish. |

Printing on multiple pages 
When you print a large worksheet that 
covers a number of pages, you'll gen- 
erally want to display the column and 
row headings on each page of your 
document. To do this, select File, Print, 
Sheet Options. In the Top Heading text 
box select the row or rows that you 
want to print at the top of each page. In 
the Left Heading select the column or 
columns that you want to print at the left 
of each page and click OK. 

Because you have specified these 
rows and columns to print on every 
page, you won't want them to appear 
twice, so omit these cells from your 
print range. If your worksheet extends 
from A1..M100 and your headings are 
in column A and the first four rows, then 
your print block will be B5..M100 (not 
including column A and the first four 
rows). To set a print range, select Block 
Selection from the Print dialogue and 
select the area to print (not including 
the header rows) and click Print to send 
it to the printer.

Font issues 


Apart from using style sheets you can 
set fonts in your Web page using the 
BASEFONT and FONT tags. The 
BASEFONT tag sets the base font for a 
page, it has no closing tag and is posi- 
tioned in the Body of the document. 
You can set the font’s face, size and/or 
colour using this tag. For example, 
<BASEFONT FACE=“Geneva, Arial, 
Helvetica” SIZE=+1 COLOR=maroon> 
gives the browser a choice of font types. 
It will search for Geneva and if it is locat- 
ed it will be used, if not, the browser suc- 
cessively looks for Arial and then 
Helvetica. If it can’t locate any of the fonts, 
the browser uses its own default font. 
The text size (SIZE = +1) attribute sets 
the base font one size larger (+1) than the 
default font, which is size 3 on a scale of 
1 to 7. Font sizes Can be absolute or rela- 
tive. Absolute font sizes are represented 
by any integer value from 1 to 7. Relative

font sizes are defined relative to the cur- 
rent font and are created by prefixing the 
size with a + or - to select a larger or 
smaller font, so SIZE = -2 selects a font 
two sizes smaller than the current font. 

The colour of the font can be repre- 
sented by one of the 16 named colours 
or by the colour’s RGB notation. 

The <FONT>...</FONT> tag allows 
you to alter the font for an element such 
as a heading or a paragraph. This is a 
typical use of the FONT tag: <FONT 
FACE=“Geneva, Arial, Helvetica” SIZE=+1 
COLOR=maroon>Text...</ FONT>. You 
can use any combination of font face, 
colour and size and, unlike the BASEFONT 
tag, you must provide the closing tag. If 
you use relative sizes then the size will be 
in relation to the base font. 

Note: There is some controversy rag- 
ing over the use of absolute font sizes and 
you should’ see _http://www.mcsr. 
olemiss.edu/~mudws/font.html for a dis- 
cussion of the issues. In general, steer 
clear of using absolute font sizes because 
of the unpredictable consequences in 
browsers that are set to translate sizes dif- 
ferently. While relative sizes are useful, 
cascading style sheets are a better alter- 
native. The same caution should be taken 
with font colour attributes and HTML 4.0 
suggests avoiding using HTML elements 
and attributes for specifying colour and 
using style sheets instead. 


Of fonts, headings & indexers 
While you can create fancy ‘headings’ 
for your HTML documents using the 
<FONT>...</FONT> tags it is not rec- 
ommended that you do this if your site 
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is to be indexed or have a table of con- 
tents. Many indexers and Table of 
Contents creators will use the Heading 
tags as elements in the lists they create. 

If your headings are created using the 
<FONT>...</FONT> tag then they won't 
be picked up in the indexing process. 
Instead, use heading tags for all the 
headings on your site and use H1 for the 
top level, H2 for the next level etc. If you 
want your headings to appear differently 
than the browser renders them, redefine 
them using a style sheet. Only use the 
FONT tags for minor text enhancements. 


Merging links 

You can format the way your anchor text 
looks using a style sheet. One use for 
this is to make visited links partially ‘dis- 
appear’ into your text by making them 
look more like the surrounding text and 
less like links. While you can use this 
technique to make visited links totally 
disappear, this is not recommended as

it makes it too difficult for your users to 
locate sites they want to revisit. 

The three link types. — link (an 
unvisited link), visited (a visited link) 
and active (a link being selected) — 
each have a corresponding anchor 
pseudo-class: A:link, A:visited and 
A:active, and these can be individually 
formatted using a style sheet. 

For example, this style sheet rule 
removes the underlining from all visited 
links: A:visited { text-decoration: none } 

This rule will remove it from all the 
links: A:link, A:visited, A:active { text- 
decoration: none } 

This rule formats a visited link to grey 
text and no underlining so it will be visi- 
ble and selectable but not obvious in the 
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midst of surrounding black text: A:visit- 
ed { text-decoration: none; color: grey } 

You can achieve a similar effect with- 
out a style sheet by setting the VLINK, 
ALINK and LINK attributes of the BODY 
tag. LINK sets the colour of an unvisited 
link, VLINK is a visited link and ALINK is 
an activated link. Both these examples 
give you blue background text, red links, 
black visited links and green active links: 


<BODY TEXT =“#0000FF” 
LINK=“#FFOO00” VLINK="“#000000" 
ALINK=“#00FFO0”></BODY> 


<BODY TEXT = blue LINK= red 
VLINK=black ALINK=green></BODY> 


Font colours 


You can specify colours for text, links 
and the page background in one of two 
ways as a named colour or by refer- 
ence to the colours RGB value. The 
simplest, yet most limited, is to use one 
of the 16 colours for which browser 
recognisable names exist. These 
colours originated as the standard 16 
colours supported with the Windows

VGA palette. These colours and their 
corresponding RGB values are: 


Black “#000000” 
Green “#008000” 
Silver  “#COCOCO” 
Lime “#O0OFFOO” 
Grey “#808080” 
Olive “#808000” 
White = “#FFFFFF” 
Yellow  “#FFFFOO” 
Maroon “#800000” 
Navy “#000080” 
Red “#FFOOOO” 
Blue “#O000FF” 
Purple “#800080” 
Teal “#008080” 
Fuchsia “#FFOOFF” 
Aqua “#OOFFFF” 


The second way of using colours is 
to use a number to represent the pro- 
portion of red, green and blue in the 
colour. The most commonly used repre- 
sentation for colours as RGB values Is to 
use a hexadecimal number in the format 
#rrggbb where rr represents the value of 
red in the colour (range 0-255 decimal, 
or OO-FF hexadecimal), gg the value of 
green and bb the value of blue. 

For example, COLOR=“#0000FF” 
will set the element to blue. 

There’s a colour chart at Lynda’s 
Homegurrlpage at http://www.lynda. 
com/hex.html which shows the decimal 
and hexadecimal numbers of the 216 
browser safe colours (the colours in the 
palettes used by the popular browsers). 
You'll also find a neat JavaScript colour 
selector at http:// www.hidaho.com/color- 
center/intro.html which allows you to try 
out an unlimited variety of colour combina- 
tions on the screen and copy and paste 
your selection into your HTML document. 
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Freeform and tabular text 


If you have information to display in a 
series of columns, such as financial data 
or tabular information, you have a couple 
of choices. You can place the information 
in a table and align it using alignment 
options for each cell of the table or you 
can use the preformatted text option. 
Preformatted text is useful for present- 
ing text that doesn’t fit easily into table for- 
mat and where you want tight alignment 
of text. In contrast, it’s also a good option 
for freeform text such as poetry where 
you may want large spaces left in the 
text. When a browser encounters multiple 
spaces it will usually collapse these to a 
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single space and this makes rendering 
some specialised text effects difficult. 

Preformatted text is presented by 
browsers in a monospace font so that 
each letter or character takes the same 
space as every other letter. Courier is a 
typical monospace font. Using a mono- 
space font makes aligning columns of text 
easy and, as spaces in preformatted text 
are not collapsed, multiple spaces will 
show in the resulting display. You can use 
tabs in preformatted text but this is not 
encouraged; spaces are the better option. 

The preformatted text tag pair 
<PRE>...</PRE> has an optional, but 
not widely supported, WIDTH attribute 
which allows you to specify the length 
of your line. Ideally this should allow 
the browser to select a Suitably-sized 
font to make the text fit on the line. In 
practice, however, don't expect text 
wider than 80 characters to be dis- 
played correctly. 

Type the text to appear inside the 
<PRE>...</PRE> tags the way you 
want it to look. Press the Enter key 
(don't use <P>) to start a new line and 
use spaces rather than tabs to align 
your text. Because HTML tags can 
appear in preformatted text you can’t 
insert special characters such as &, <, 
> etc in your text without first Convert- 
ing them to their correct entities. 


Creating buttons with tables 


You can create a simple clickable button 
effect for navigating your site using tables. 
The download time for the page will be 
quick if you use this effect because the 
buttons are simply text in a table cell with 
the background colour of the cell set 
using the BGCOLOR command.

The buttons are kept from running into 
each other by the inclusion of a blank cell 





which contains a single non-breaking 
space. The text in each cell has also 
been padded using the CELLPADDING 
attribute to keep it away from the border — 
of the table. You can remove the border 
from the table, if you wish, by setting the 
BORDER attribute to zero inside the 
TABLE tag.

Fancy list options — 
ordered lists 

When you use an ordered list 
<OL>...</OL> you'll get a series of 
numbered points. The TYPE attribute 
allows you to choose between a num- 
ber of styles of numbering and you 
can apply this to the <OL> tag itself 
or to individual <LI> tags. The <OL> 
tag has an optional START tag which 
lets you specify a number to start the 
list and the <LI> tag has a VALUE 
attribute which allows you to change 
the list numbering in the middle of the 
list. Numbering continues from this 


reset value onwards so only one 
VALUE attribute needs to be set.

You can place a <FONT>...</FONT> 
tag around an <Ll> to change the 
colour of the list item's bullet or number. 


Typographical characters 


There are a number of special characters 
in HTML that are taken by the browser to 
mean something other than their usual 
meaning. For example, the characters < 
and > mark an HTML tag and so if you 
need the character < in your text, merely 
typing it won't display it. Instead, you need 
to use a special escape sequence. Some 
of the more common sequences are:

: & quot 


To complete an escape sequence, 
use a space or a semi-colon after it. A 
space will add a space between the 
special character and the following 
text, whereas a semi-colon won't. 

Some other handy escape 
sequences are the non-breaking space 
(&nbsp), which provides a space 
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between words that doesn't allow the 
words to be split across a line break, 
and en dash (&endash or &#150) and 
em dash (&emdash or &#151) which 
give dashes of differing lengths.

Opening another browser 
window | 


Whenever you add a link on your site to 
take a user to another site you poten- 
tially ‘lose’ your viewer. You can avoid 
them leaving your site entirely if, rather 
than replacing your page with the 
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linked page from the other site, you 
open a new browser window for the 
new page. You can do this by adding 
the TARGET attribute to your link. 

Although the TARGET attribute is most 
often used with frames, you don’t need to 
be using a frame to use this attribute and 
both Netscape and Internet Explorer sup- 
port it. The predefined target name 
“_blank” instructs the browser to open a 
new blank window. So, <A HREF=“url” 
TARGET = “_blank”>link-text</A> will 
open a new browser window for the linked 
page, leaving your page still available in 
its own browser window. 
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Simple feedback form 


This HTML source creates a simple 
client side feedback form that e-mails 
the data from the completed form to you 
in a long string. The information you 
receive is easy to edit into a useable for- 
mat. The form will work on most sites 
and doesn't need any programming or 
scripting to create. It’s suitable for small 
sites where you can expect to get up to 
10 to 20 completed forms a day. 

Before you use this form, put your e- 
mail address in the ACTION attribute in the 
FORM tag. This form is embedded in a 
table to give a neater presentation than 





you would otherwise be able to achieve. 
Unfortunately this form doesn’t work with 
IE 3.0, but works fine with IE 3.01 and later.

Don’t lose out on 
compression 


Every time you save an image as a JPG 
file, you'll lose some of its definition. 
The JPG file format compresses the 
data in your image and, even using low 


compression, high image quality as 


your settings you'll lose something. If 
you're working on a graphic you'll lose 
more of your image’s definition every 
time you save it as a JPG format. 

To avoid this happening don't work on 
a graphic in a JPG format. Instead use a 
bitmap format such as BMP to save your 
file. Wait until you’re finished and ready to 
upload it to the Net before you save it as 
a JPG. Keep the BMP format file in case 
you need to make changes later and then 
you'll always work on the best quality 
image. Give both files the same name 
(but different extensions) so you'll have 
little trouble identifying which BMP file 
goes with which JPG file. 


Retouching a graphic 

Antialiasing is a useful technique to use 
when you're working on Web graphics. 
Because the images are rendered at a 
small number of dots per inch on the 
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screen, without antialiasing you'll get 
jagged edges on even the simplest line 
drawing. To eliminate these, antialiasing 
results in the edges of a line being filled 
with a pattern of coloured pixels so that the 
impression is that the line is quite smooth. 
However, the downside is that if the graph- 
ic is placed on a dark background, the 
antialiasing can give the unwanted impres- 
sion that there’s a halo around the graphic. 
To eliminate the problem, open the 
graphic in a paint program and fill the 
background with the same colour you're 
using as the background colour of your 
page. If you’re using a textured back- 
ground choose a colour from the texture 
(experiment to find the one that gives the 
best results). Increase the colour depth of 
your image to 16.7 million colours using 
Colors, Increase Color Depth, 16 Million 
Colors (24-bit). Using the Retouch tool 
drag your mouse over the ‘halo’ area to 
smooth out the difference in colours. The 
settings you'll need depends on the graph- 
ic itself. For the bird in the figure we set the 
Retouch mode to Darken, the Size to 2 pix- 
els, the Shape to Round, the Opacity to 
80% and Paper Texture to None. You may 
need to experiment with these settings to 
get the best result. To finish, return the 
colour depth to 256 colours using Colours, 
Decrease Color Depth, 256 Colors (8-bit) 
and then save the file, setting the transpar- 
ent colour to the background colour. 


Before you begin 


If you’re creating an image for a Web 
page, where possible, create it on a 
document which has been set with a 
background colour the same as the one 


you'll use for your page. If you're using a 
textured background then use a colour 
representative of the background as the 
image’s background colour. This way, if 
you resample your image to reduce its 
size, or if the effects you create use 
antialiasing, then the graphic will be cre- 
ated to ‘merge’ into the background 
Create your image using 16.7 million 
colours; it Sounds a lot but you'll find that 
some of the special effects your paint 
package is capable of won't be available 
to you if you aren't using the maxiumum 
number of colours. You can always 
reduce the number of colours in an image 
before you save it. In Paint Shop Pro, 
select Colors, Decrease Color Depth or 
Increase Color Depth to alter the number 
of colours in an image. If you're editing a 
graphic from a clip art collection, you can 
increase the colours, edit the graphic and 
then reduce them to make the most of 
what your paint program has to offer. 


Textured text 


You can easily create a different text 
effect in Paint Shop Pro 4.0 by putting 
an image or texture under your text. 





Step 1: Open the graphic you'll use 
— it will need to be large enough for 
you to place the text over it. If it isn’t you 


Fonts & colours to try 
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may be able to increase the image 
using Image, Enlarge Canvas and 
copy and paste part of the image to 
make a version large enough to use. 
Step 2: Create a new document 
using File, New and make it large 
enough for your text, 600 by 200, 
16.7 million colours is a good start. 
Set the background colour to white 
(or any other colour) and the fore- 
ground colour to black (or the back- 





ground colour of your Web page). 
Using the text tool and a large chunky 
font (we used the custom created 
font sponge.ttf at 120pt), set the 
Antialias and Floating checkboxes, 
click OK and type your text. Deselect 
the text by selecting the Selection 
tool and clicking on some other part 
of your drawing (or use Selections, 
None). Swap the background and 
foreground colours by selecting the 
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small two-headed arrow to the left of 
the foreground and background 
colour boxes on the Color Palette. 
Copy the entire image using Edit, 
Copy and switch windows to the 
image you'll use. 

Step 3: Select Edit, Paste, As 
Transparent Selection and move the 
text until it appears in the position you 
want over the background image. 
When you have the positioning correct, 





use Selections, None to deselect the 
area. Now select the portion of the 
image that you want to use, crop it 
using Edit, Crop and save it. 


The browser safe palette 


There are 216 ‘browser safe’ colours 
which are rendered by browsers with- 
out needing to be dithered. Dithering is 
the process of representing a colour 
by a combination of other colours. For 





example, if you alternate dots of blue 
and dots of yellow and stand away 
from it, it will look green. The browser 
tries to do this when it encounters a 
colour that is not in its palette. In pho- 
tographs this won't usually cause 
problems but in line drawings the 
effects can be quite unsatisfactory. 
You can stop this happening by creat- 
ing any Web graphics such as line art, 
logos and buttons using a palette of 
the 216 colours. 

You can create this palette yourself 
and save it as a palette file. Each 
colour in the palette is made up of a 
combination of 00, 33, 66, 99, CC, FF 
hexadecimal (0, 51, 102, 153, 204, 
255 decimal). Alternately you can 
download the palette from the Internet. 
The palette is available from Jeff’s 
Paint Shop Pro tips. site at 
http://www.geocities.com/~jburton/tip 
6.html. Unzip and then open this file in 
Paint Shop Pro using Colours, Load 
Palette. If you have an existing graph- 
ic you can alter its palette to the 
browser safe one by opening the 
graphic and then loading the 
Netscape palette. 


Text as a button 


Using a piece of shadowed text any- 
one can create neat text buttons for a 
Web site. This is particularly useful if 
you can't find suitable buttons for your 
links or if you’re graphically chal- 
lenged! Open a new file in Paint Shop

Pro and set the colours to 16.7 million. 
Before you begin choose your font 
carefully. This effect works well with 
an arty, slender font so one that 
resembles an architect's handwriting 
or a technical or geometric font will 
work well. 

select a foreground colour for 
your text (we used dark blue) and set 
the background colour of the image 
to that of your Web page or a colour 
from the texture you'll be using. 
Using the text tool, select the font and 
size (we used Mead Bold 22pt), 
check the Antialias and Floating 
checkboxes and type your text. With 
the text still selected, select Image, 
Special Effects, Add Drop Shadow. 
set the Opacity to 200, the Blur to 5, 
the Colour to Black, the Vertical to -3, 
the Horizontal to 3 and click OK. An 
additional option is to add colour by 
selecting Selections, Modify, Feather, 
set the Feather to 6 and click OK. 
With the text still selected, press the 
Delete key to remove it. You may 
want to experiment with different 
colour combinations, for example, 
setting both the foreground and 
background colours in the Color 
palette to white works well on dark 
backgrounds. 

If you create the buttons In a sin- 
gle graphic you can use it as a client 
side image map. Alternately create a 
separate graphic file for each button, 
use the selection tool and Image, 
Crop to remove any extra back- 
ground before saving it. If you plan 
saving the graphic as a GIF file, 
reduce the number of colours using 
Colors, Decrease Color Depth, 256 
colours (8-bit) before saving it. The 
figure shows the text effect created 
with feathering and without.

Visual Basic tips 





Helen Bradley provides tips for 


all versions of Visual Basic. 


Quick code indent 


To quickly indent blocks of code in the 
Visual Basic code window, highlight all 
the lines of code to indent and press 
the Tab key. Each press of the Tab key 
will increase the size of the indent. To 
remove an indent, highlight the lines 
and use Shift+Tab instead. 


Find functions and 
procedures quickly 


Often when you're working on a piece 
of code you'll want to see the code 
associated with a function or procedure 
call. You can move quickly to the code 
by placing the cursor in the call state- 
ment under the function or procedure 
name and pressing Shift+F2. 


Retaining a variable’s value 


In Visual Basic all procedure level variables 
lose their values when the procedure has 


finished executing. Most of the time this is _ 


the result that you want, however, some- 
times you'll want the variable to retain its 
value so that this value will be available next 
time the procedure is executed. This can 
be done if you use the static Keyword when 
you declare your variable. For example, 
Static firstCounter as Integer will declare a 
static variable that will keep its value as 
long as the module code is running. 

In addition to declaring individual 
variables as static you can force all the 
variables within a procedure or function 
to retain their values if you use the stat- 
ic keyword in the declaration statement, 
for example, Static Function 
ConvertKilometres(score as long). as 
long or Static Sub GetUserDetails().

Declaring variables 


It's good practice to declare variables 
before you use them and to do so at the 
beginning of a procedure or module. 
One handy way of ensuring you always 
do this is to get Visual Basic to keep 
track of your variables for you and to 
report an error at compile time if you 
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attempt to use an undeclared variable. 
This helps you eliminate typographical 
errors that are easy to make and difficult 
to locate, such as typing icnintRate 
instead of incintRate. To set Visual 
Basic so that you must declare vari- 
ables you can include the Option 
Explicit statement at the top of your 
modules or select Tools, Options, Editor 
(or the Environment tab if you're using 
version 4.0) and select the Require 
Variable Declaration checkbox. 


Using + and & 


In Visual Basic the + operator performs 
both addition and concatenation (join- 
ing of two strings). If you use the + 
operator for concatenation there’s the 
potential to create code that’s difficult 
to read and debug. So, reserve the + 
operator for use in addition and use the 
ampersand (&) to concatenate strings. 
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On Error Resume Ne 
ESConmi.Output = "athe" 
ESCommi.PortOpen = False

Centring a form on the screen 


Visual Basic 5 allows you to easily 
specify a form’s position on the screen 


—using the form's StartUpPosition prop- 


erty. The property is available in the 
form’s properties list or by right-clicking 
on the form in the Form Layout window. 
The options allow you to manually posi- 
tion the form, centre it within the form it 
belongs to, centre it on the screen, or 
position it in the upper-left corner of the 
screen (the Windows default). 

If you're using an earlier version of 
Visual Basic, this code included in the 
Form_Load event will centre the form 
on the screen at runtime: 


left = (Screen.width - width) /2 
top = (screen.height - height)/2 


Check a file exists 


There are a number of situations when 
youre programming in Visual Basic 
that you will want to know if a file 
exists before you proceed. For exam- 
ple, if you attempt to open a file that 
doesnt exist or isn’t located where 
the program expects it to be, your 
user will receive an error message. If 
you open a file for sequential output 
and it already exists, then you'll over- 
write it, whether or not you intended 
to. To guard against these problems 
you should always test to see if a file 
exists before you open it. This code 
allows you to do this: 
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If (Dir “C\WINDOWS\MYFILE.CAL”)) = 
“MYFILE.CAL” Then 

‘code to be executed if file found 
Else 

‘code to be executed if file not found 
End If 


The DIR function takes as its argument 
the file name and path (in this case 
CA\WINDOWS\MYFILE.CAL) and looks for 
the file. If it finds it then the function returns 
the filename alone, without the path. If the 
file doesn't exist, its name is not returned 
and an empty string is returned instead. 


Setting multiple properties 
When you're setting a number of prop- 
erties for the one control individually, 
the code can become repetitive and 
untidy. There’s a neater way of doing 
this using WITH. These two code seg- 
ments both achieve the same results 
but the second is neater and easier to 
follow than the first: 


cmdQuit.Cancel = True 
cmdQuit.Caption = “&Quit” 
cmdQuit.Height = 450 
cmdQuit.Width = 1200 


With cmdQuit 
.Cancel = True 
Caption = “&Quit” 


Height = 450 
Width = 1200 
End With 


Testing for Yes (or No) 


When you test for Yes or No in your pro- 
grams you need to take into account that 
your user may use upper- or lowercase 
letters. If you offer them an input box they 
may type y, Y, Yes, yes, yES. In fact, there 
are a number of possibilities. You can eas- 
ily check their answer by using this code: 


userReply = InputBox(“Do you want to 
continue?” ) 
If (Asc(userReply) = 121) Or 
(Asc(userReply) = 89) Then 

‘code to be executed if user reply 
is yes 
Else 

‘code to be executed if user reply 
is no 
End lf 


This code tests for ‘Yes’ and treats 
anything that is not ‘Yes’ as being ‘No’. 
If you prefer to test for ‘No’, change the 
ASCII codes from 121 & 89 to 110 & 78. 
The ASC function returns the ASCII 
Character code corresponding to the 
first letter in the string (here, the user’s 
reply). The remaining letters that the 
user types are ignored. The ASCI| code 
for Y is 89 and for y is 121. 

Whenever you're about to do some- 
thing destructive, such as deleting a file, 
or making a permanent alteration, and 
you ask your user for a Yes/No answer, 
always make sure that if the user press- 
es a wrong key (one that is not Y or N) 
that they won't take the destructive path. 
For example, if you’re asking the user if 
they want to delete a file, test the ‘yes’ 
answer because any reply which is not 
‘yes’ will be treated as a ‘No’ answer and 
the file won't be deleted. If you were to 
test for ‘No’ in these circumstances and 
if your user hits a wrong key, their file will 
be deleted. 


Browsing your own projects 


Apart from giving you handy information 
which you can paste into your application 
relating to classes, properties and meth- 
ods available from object libraries, the 
Object Browser can also tell you about 
your own projects. Open the Object 


Browser using View, Object Browser or 
press F2. In the Libraries/Projects list box 
select your project name. In the 
Classes/Modules list box are all the mod- 
ules from your project and in the 
Methods/Properties list box are listed the 
procedures, properties, and methods for 
each of the project modules. 

You can display the code for any 
procedure in the Methods/Properties 
list by double-clicking on the proce- 
dure name. To return to the Object 
Browser window press F2. 

You can make the Object Browser 
window even more useful by adding 
comments to your procedures. 
Highlight any procedure name and 
select Options and you can include 
additional brief text which will appear 
on the Object Browser screen whenev- 
er you select that item. 


Using the vbCrLf constant 


You can create prompts in message and 
input boxes that are up to 1024 charac- 
ters in length. However, the text you use 
for your prompt will be shown as one long 
string unless you break it up into individ- 
ual ‘paragraphs’ and by telling Visual 
Basic where you want a new line to begin. 





The easiest way to create a new line is 
to use the VB constant voCrLf. The con- 
stant represents a carriage return/linefeed 
character, which is a concept that evolved 
from the days of the typewriter when cre- 
ating a new line for typing involved return- 
ing the typewriter carriage to the start posi- 
tion (carriage return) and winding the plat- 
en to move up a line (linefeed). 

This message is broken up into sen- 
tences and joined together with voCrLf 
characters using the concatenation 
operator (&): 


“Common dialogue’ properties 


message = “You have chosen to Quit 
the program” & vbCrLf & “However, 
you have not completed entering all 
the information required.” & voCrLf & 
“Are you sure you wish to Quit?” 

reply = MsgBox(message, vbYesNo + 
vbCritical, “Warning”) 


Dividing operators 

There are two particularly handy divi- 
sion operators which you can use when 
you're working with numbers. The first 
is MOD, which returns the modulus or 
the remainder of a division. So 12 mod 
5 is 2 (the remainder when 12 is divid- 
ed by five is two). This code, placed 
inside an event procedure, creates a 
static variable (LightsIndex) that will 
retain its value on Subsequent calls to 
the procedure. LightsIndex will contain 
a value of 1 on the first call to the pro- 
cedure, 2 on the second, O on the third 
and then 1 on the fourth and so on:

The second operator is integer divi- 
sion (\) which you should be careful not 
to confuse with the forward slash (/) of 
the division operator.

discards the remainder and returns the 
integer result of a division. So 17 \ 5 is 
3 (17 can be divided by five 3 times 
leaving a remainder of two, integer divi- 
sion discards the remainder leaving the 
‘whole number’ 3). 


Quick and easy checking 


Often when you're writing code you'll 
want to test it and to do this you'll get 
the program to print the value of vari- 
ables so you can see what is happen- 
ing. While you can do this using mes- 
sage boxes, the solution is Cumber- 
some as the program stops while the 
message box is on the screen and you 
have to click it to continue. An easier 
way of seeing what is going on and not 
interrupting program execution is to 
print to the debug window. This code, 
for example, prints the contents of the 
variable intRate in the debug window: 


debug.print intRate . 


You can view the debug window 
aS your program is running by select- 
ing View, Immediate Window and 
placing it in a suitable location on the 
screen. The Window is scrollable and 
the contents remain after the program 
has terminated.

Beginners 





It’s no drag 


If you’re using the mouse to drag an 
object from one place to another, only to 
realise that you don’t want to make that 
move after all, don’t worry. Continue to 
hold down the mouse button and press 
Esc to cancel the move/copy operation, 
then release the mouse button. 


A pattern of your own 


You want to display a pattern on the 
desktop, but you don't like any of the 
choices? Make your own! If you have a 
standard VGA screen and are showing a 
wallpaper (or any screen and you have a 
tiled wallpaper), forget about patterns — 
you can't see them, anyway. 

Method: open the Desktop Properties 
screen, either through the Control Panel 
or by right-clicking on the desktop, select 
Properties, Background and pick the pat- 
tern that comes closest to what you want. 
Click on Edit Pattern; this opens the 
Pattern Editor, which has the tools to 
make your changes. Click on any square 
of the pattern to toggle between black 
and the desktop background colour. 
When you like the result in the Sample 
window, type a new name for the pattern 
and click on Add. Click on Done to exit 
the Pattern Editor. 

Now click on OK to close the 
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Display Properties dialogue box and 
see the result. Your new pattern will 
also be shown in the Pattern list. 


Drag to taste 


The Explorer window defaults to a stan- 
dard look: the right pane is the same size 
as the left and there are bars of informa- 
tion and tools at the too and bottom of 
the window. This is easy to change. 

Just hold your mouse pointer over the 
divider and when it changes to a double- 
pointed arrow, click and drag in either 
direction. For example, you may wish to 
make the left side bigger if you've 
opened a folder within a folder within a 
folder (the more branches you open, the 
wider the tree gets). More commonly, 
you'll want more space for file details; you 
can always scroll the tree window. 

To get more space on the top or 
bottom of your Explorer window, 
remove the Toolbar and/or Status Bar. 
Pull down the View menu and uncheck 
one or both of these options. 


Tiny starters 


If you're using Internet Explorer 4.0 and 
have chosen to apply the updated desk- 
top, you'll see some nifty little program 
starting icons in something called the 
Quick Launch tray near the left end of the 
taskbar. You can add your own icons to it 
in the simplest way: just open an Explorer 
window that shows the program you want 
and left-drag it into the Quick Launch tray. 

As usual, this area is actually a spe- 
cial folder named C:\WINDOWS\ 
APPLICATION DATA\MICROSOFT\ 
INTERNET EXPLORER\QUICK LAUNCH, 
SO you can also drag shortcuts into this 
folder — but it’s quicker to do it on the 
taskbar. If little scroll arrows appear, 
the Quick Launch tray is too small: grab 
its end bar and drag. 
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Recycle that bin! 


The default Windows 95 installation makes 
allowances for hasty deleting: if you 
change your mind, you can get the file/s 
back from the Recycle Bin — either dou- 
ble-click its icon or right-click it and select 
Open or Explore. AS you become more 
confident, you may want to take the safety 
railing off, so to speak. To do this, right- 
click the bin icon and select Properties. In 
the dialogue box that opens, you can 
choose immediate deletion. 

A good way to keep safe but speed 
up deletion when you are quite sure you 
want to get rid of a particular file is to 
hold down Shift when you press Del. To 
make this work, you need to open the 
Properties again and uncheck the 
‘Display Delete Confirmation Box’ option 
on the Global tab. You'll also see when 
you have this dialogue box open that 
you can specify what proportion of each 
hard disk is used for the temporary stor- 
age of the Recycle Bin; it doesn’t have to 
take up a huge amount of space. 

If you’re running low on space, even 
the small percentage set aside for the 
Bin doesn't have to be a problem: just 
right-click on the icon and select ‘Empty 
Recycle Bin’ for temporary relief. 


At the dump 

If you need to take a snapshot of the 
screen — maybe to explain a problem 
to me for the Answers column — press 


Recycle that bin! 





PrintScrn for the whole screen and 
Alt+PrintScrn for the active window. This 
puts a bitmap into the Clipboard buffer. 
Now open a bitmap editor (Paintbrush or 
something better), select Paste and 
save the captured image as a BMP, TIF 
or GIF file after any editing. GIF is a 
compressed file format and therefore 
better to send as an e-mail attachment. 

By the way, if you send any file as 
an e-mail attachment, it’s important to 
let it keep its original file extension: 
that’s so the receiving e-mail package 
Can open it with the right viewer. 


Font fiddling 


Like so many things in Windows, fonts 
can be a hassle because it’s so easy to 
install them and there’s such a lot avail- 
able. | have seen many an installation 
with 200 to 300 fonts installed — so 
when you come to actually use them, it 
takes forever to browse through the 
word processor's list box for fonts. 
Restraint is the key, also when it comes 
to graphic design as such. Too many 
fonts in one item look confusing and 
messy; you should have one font for 
ordinary headlines, one for body text 
and maybe one for display headlines. 
That's the bad news; the good news is 


that you can use a different set of fonts for 
each kind of publication, such as a curly 
one for greeting cards, a strict and clean 
one for a newsletter, several striking ones 
for ads and so on. To manage this, so 
that only the set you're interested in 
shows in the word processor list box, you 
can use a font manager program, such 
as Bitstream Font Navigator. 


The check that bounces 


When you right-click on a file to load it 
into an application, and there is no asso- 
ciation for it, a dialogue box pops up that 
offers you a choice of applications to run 
and load the file. Fine, but watch it — 
there’s a checkbox at the bottom-left that 
creates a permanent association 
between that file tyoe and the application 
you select. That's a great way to clutter 
up your system with pointless and maybe 
wrong associations, So make sure that 
box is unchecked before you go ahead. 
Once you have determined that the appli- 
cation is right for the file type (such as, 
say, Notepad for INI files) you can use 
the checkbox as the simplest way to cre- 
ate an association that you want. 


Accomplished 





Bite the helping hand 


If you have extracted all the nourishment 
from the Windows 95 help (say, you 
haven't used it for six months), you may 
want to recover over 7Mb of hard drive 









space by deleting the Online User's 
Guide. Select the Windows Setup tab in 
Contro| Panel, Add/Remove Programs, 
select Accessories then click on Details. 
Remove the tick from the Online User’s 
Guide and click OK. If you find later that 
you shouldn't have, it’s easy to reverse 
the operation. 


Somewhat secret 


Password protection of files and folders 
is not a feature of Windows 95. However, 
there's a trick that does provide a bit of 
protection, even if it won’t stop an expert 
who knows the name of the hidden file or 
folder. It’s simple: right-click on the item, 
select Properties and check the Hidden 
box. Then open any folder and select 
View, Folder Options, View and click on 
‘Do Not Show Hidden Files’. When you 
need to access the item yourself, just go 
View, Folder Options, View and click on 
‘Show All Files’. 

This nifty trick also works on Start 
menu options and desktop icons but 
not on the Quick Launch toolbar that 
comes with Internet Explorer 4.0. 

To hide a Start menu option, right- 
click on the Start button, select Open 
and navigate in the usual way to the 
item you want to hide. 

There’s a small bug if you hide a 
desktop icon: when you bring it back, 
it's not in its normal place, so you have 
to search for it. 


Flag down the bus 


The latest PCs have a new bus for con- 
necting peripherals, called Universal 
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here have been a spate of queries 

about difficulties with installing 
OSR2, also known as Windows 95b. 
This is mainly because the CD that 
comes with a new PC these days is set 
up to install on a ‘virgin’ system only 
and won't play unless it has an empty 
hard disk to itself. In my OSR2 article in 
the July issue, there was a box about 
ways to sidestep this. Here it Is: 


Up my grade 
| have extracted from the Internet a sim- 
ple variant on upgrading to OSR2 for new 
chums and a modified comprehensive 
one for advanced users. Is this operation 
legal? Well, according to ZDnet (Ziff- 
Davis, a US publishing group), Microsoft 
doesn’t mind as long as the copy being 
installed is obtained legitimately together 
with some hardware. 

With both these methods, all your 
installed software should work and your 
system should look.and work as before, 
except for the added features. Just one 
thing: if your current system is a normal 
dual-boot one, it will no longer be after 
the upgrade. You can get around that 
with a new installation (see below) but 
not an upgrade. 


The simple way 
First, make. sure your CD reader works 
in DOS mode. Another useful prepara- 
tion is to remove all icons from your 
Startup folder; create a temporary folder 
to park them in, or just drag them to the 
desktop. Now rename the file win.com in 
the C\WINDOWS folder. Why rename 
and not delete? As usual, just in case 
the installation doesn’t come off: you 
can go back to what you had. If you 
have a dual-boot system, kiss it good- 
bye and rename it win.com as well. 
Reboot in DOS mode, then put in the 
OSR2 CD and type X\SETUP where X 
is the drive letter for your CD reader. 
The upgrade of your current version of 
Win 95 to OSR2 will proceed. Note: 
when you get to the screen where you 
choose which directory to install to, the 
default will not be CA\WINDOWS. 
Change the install directory to wherever 
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your* existing version oF ‘Win 95 is. 


Be ready with the CD key or cant. - 
cate number: these will be found on the ' 
manual or certificate of Sue not 


on the CD. 


The nitty-gritty \ way . 
1. Copy the Win95 folder from the CD to 
your hard drive. You should have 
100Mb tires... | 

2. Extract setuppp.inf from 
precopy2.cab to the Win95 folder on 
your hard disk. Use extract.exe on the 


command line, or use the CAB file 
extraction tool from the PowerToy col- 


lection on our CD. 


3. Open CAWINDOWS\INALAYOUT. | 


INF in Notepad. Don’t get confused by 
the many blank lines in this file. Use 
Search, Find to locate the string 
SEIUCPPPINE (00 should — find 
setuppp.inf=2,,4550. Change the 2 to an 
O, to read setuppp.inf= 0,,4550. Save the 
fille. This step prevents Setup from 
extracting setuppp.inf from the CAB file 
during installation. Setup will instead use 


the setuppp. inf file we manually extract- , 


ed in Step 2 and will modify in Step 4. 

4. Open setuppp.inf in Notepad. 
Search for ‘ProductType’. Again, do a 
search — it’s hard to find just by look- 
ing. You should find Productlype=9. 
Change 9 to 1 to read Productlype=1. 
Save the file. : 

This step tells Setup to upgrade the 
orevious installation and to not ask for a 
CD Key or Certificate number. Don't try 
fo out setuppoinf back into 
porecopy2.cab. The change we made to 
layout.inf in Step 3 forces Setup to use 
our modified version of setuppp. inf. 

5. Run Setup from Windows 95 off 
your hard drive. Installation will proceed 
as an upgrade.

1. Install OSR2 in the normal way, 
but don’t use FAT 32. You must also 
make sure that you install it on the first 
physical partition on your hard disk 
(usually the case). 

2. Copy ine lo.sys. msdos sys, 
config.sys and autoexec.bat files from a 
DOS 6 boot foppy io CAlO DOs, 
CAMSDOS.DOS, CACONFIG.DOS ana 
C:\AUTOEXEC.DOS. 

3. Create a small garbage file and 
name it C\WINBOOT.SYS. | 

4. Edit CAMSDOS.SYS and add the 


line BootMulti = 1. 


If you now reboot with F4 for ‘previ- 
ous operating system’, OSR2_ will 
detect the presence of a winboot.sys- 
file; this stops it locking up. There is 
one glitch: 

“Warning: Windows multi-boot may 
not function correctly. Check for system 
files in your root directory with conflict- 
ingexiensions. : 

It comes up because of the same 
winboot.sys. If you boot to the GUI 
you may not see it, but if you boot to — 
DOS mode you will. Advanced users ~ 
can eliminate this message by using a — 
hex editor to modify io.sys. Change 


the byte at hex 113F7 from 57 (W) to 


a 24 ($). 


Serial Bus (USB). The USB allows you to 
control some modems, monitors, scan- 
ners and such (and more devices keep 
coming) by means of an extra daisychain 
cable between them and your PC. Not all 
PCs have these new ports enabled in the 
CMOS settings. Once you have the 
CMOS set up (read the manual!) 
Windows 95 can manage the bus. 


It’s not what you call it 


Windows 95 Setup is supposed to opti- 
mise the performance of your system. 
Well, it sort of does, but it misses in a Ccou- 
ple of places. When it comes to memory 
and disk handling, you can speed things 
up by a simple Control Panel setting. Go 
to Control Panel, System, Performance, 
File System and select Network Server for 
Typical Role of this Machine; this will 
improve your caching and in particular 
speed up multitasking. 


Dress it up 


We have run the well-known descrip- 
tion of how to replace the three 
Windows 95 brag screens twice 
before, but it keeps surfacing in read- 
ers’ tips, so we’d better repeat it again. 
Pick out three 640 by 480 bitmap files 
you want to use as the Windows 95 start- 
up and shut-down screens and squash 
them down to 320 by 400 in the 
Stretch/Skew dialogue box of MS Paint. 
The settings are 50% horizontal, 83% ver- 
tical and you can only do one at a time. 
Now save the existing C\LOGO.SYS, 
CAWINDOWS\LOGOW.SYS and 
CAWINDOWS\LOGOS.SYS_ under new 
names — say, OLD instead of SYS. Use 
Paint to save your new opening screen 
file as C\LOGO.SYS, the new “wait while 
shutting down” file as CAWINDOWS\ 
LOGOW.SYS and the new “safe to 
switch off’ file as CAWINDOWS\ 
LOGOS.SYS. Under Save as type, select 
‘256 Color Bitmap’ (if it isn’t already). 
Now reboot; your new screens 
should appear without further ado. 


Don’t save your screen 


I's a good idea to run the Disk 
Defragmenter regularly to defragment 








your hard drive and speed up disk 
access. Select Start, Programs, 
Accessories, System Tools, Disk 
Defragmenter, then select the drive you 
want to work on and click OK. Just one 
problem: to let the Defragmenter run 
without interruptions, you should disable 
your screen saver beforehand. There’s a 
quick and easy way to do this: click on 
the Start button after Defragmenter has 
started and do nothing more. As long as 
the Start menu is up, the screen saver 
will not kick in, and defragmenting will 
continue uninterrupted. 


Upgrade trap 


Windows 95’s_ installation program 
adapts itself to the system you have in 
several ways. One that is not widely 
known is the fact that it installs different 
system files on a machine that has 6Mb 
or less RAM. This means that if you 
want to get the full benefit of an 
upgrade past that limit, you need to 
scrub off W95 and reinstall it. 


Cleaning up is cheaper 


Before you upgrade a full or shaky hard 
drive, run a disk Defrag to clean up its file 
structure. Many disk errors can be fixed 
this way. And, in any case, if you’re going 
to copy all your files onto a new drive, 
you'll first want to clean up your data so 
you don't waste time on handling rub- 
bish, and defragmenting is a good final 
operation after you've done that. 

You should anyway run Defrag 
every couple of months (depending on 
usage) to reduce system slowdown 
due to excessively fragmented files. 

Compacting a disk and getting rid of 


rubbish may give you enough space that 


you can postpone the upgrade for a 
while. Applying the disk compression util- 
ity DriveSpace puts the expensive opera- 
tion off further still; typically, you almost 
double the total disk space. Don’t worry 
about reliability; the problems that hap- 
pened back in the DOS 6.0 days are long 
solved and were anyway mainly caused 
by SmartDrive, which is no longer with us 
(unless you’re running Windows 3.x). 
There is also little or no speed penalty, as 


the gain in disk reading time due to small- 
er files outweighs the processing time 
needed to expand and manage files. In 
fact, if your disk drive is old, DriveSpace 
will speed it up noticeably in reading and 
break even in writing. 


Handier shortcuts (NT 4.0) 


If you're surfing the Web with your NT 
4.0 system and run across a site that 
you'd like to keep even handier than 
Favorites/Bookmarks, right-click on the 
site’s URL display in the browser and 
select Copy from the pop-up menu. 
Now move the cursor to your desktop 
and right-click where you'd like the URL 
to appear. Choose Paste Shortcut. 


Easy icons 


When you change the icon for a shortcut, 
you can select any BMP file and Windows 
will create its own 32 by 32 icon out of It. 
For best results, use a fairly simple image 
and scale it down at least to something 
like 100 by 100 pixels in a bitmap editor 
first. The procedure to set an icon Is sim- 
ple: right-click the shortcut, select 
Properties from the pop-up menu and 
click on Change Icon. . . then browse to 
select your file, using the All Files mode. 


Change your mind? 

Have you ever clicked Shutdown in too 
much of hurry and realised there was 
something else you wanted to do first? 
You don’t have to wait for the PC to shut- 
down and then restart it: when you get the 
screen that says ‘It is now safe to turn off 
your computer’, just type ‘win’ and press 
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AT32, the new disk management sys- 

tem, attracts a lot of people to OSR2 
(Windows 95b). It is Supposed to be more 
economical with space, which is something 
we're all short of. Unfortunately, it appears 
that Microsoft doesn’t want us to use the 
FAT32 option. To install it, you need to run 
OSR2 utilities to format and partition the 
disk — and when you do that, you destroy 


all disk contents, so you have to install 


OSR2 again. Yes, folks, Microsoft created a 
one-way conversion utility cvt.exe, but it’s 
available to beta testers only. The rest of us 
are expected to first install OSR2, then 
repartition and format the hard disk, then 
install OSR2 again .. . This is not easy: with- 
out an operating system, how are you 
going to get the CD going? Well, we have a 
couple of tips — but read on. 

FAT32 may not be worth all the trouble, 
anyway. There are reports that it can be 
slower, which is no surprise — on a large 
disk, it has to handle more and smaller 
clusters for the same amount of data. 
Worse, old DOS applications (the ones that 
cant run in a Windows 95 window) don't 
understand FAT32, so you'll never run 
another such program — unless you keep 
one FAT16 partition especially for games; 
either to install the games or for a place to 
Store their temp files when you run them 
directly from the CD. DriveSpace 3.0 (yes, 
the upgraded version that comes with 
OSR2!) is also a problem; so far, you can’t

compress FAT32 partitions. Well, that 
shouldn't be a big concern with those enor- 


mous disk drives, but what’s worse is that — 


aspidisk.sys, the driver for SCSI CDs and 
hard disks, also doesn’t work. 

If you still feel FAT32 is worth the trou- 
ble, here are some workarounds: 

Easiest of all is to use Power Quest's 
Partition Magic 3.0 or Quarterdeck’s 
Partition-It. Both can convert a FAT16 disk 
to FAT32 once OSR2 is installed. If you 


don't want the expense, there are two ways 


to minimise the pain of installing OSR2 with 
FAT32 and both involve creating a W95 
boot disk. If you have two hard disks, you 
can copy the OSR2 installation set (folder 
Win95) to the non-booting disk to get 
around CD driver problems. If that option is 
not open to you, you need to put real-mode 
(DOS) CD drivers on the boot floppy 
(unless, of course, you have OSR2 on flop- 
pies). Assuming that you already have at 
least DOS on the system, you can create 
Suitable startup files by re-booting in DOS 
mode and installing the DOS drivers that 
came with the CD reader. 

The next step is to start installing OSR2. 
When you reach the point where it recom- 
mends that you create a boot floppy, say 


_ ‘yes’, then, as soon as the boot floppy is 


done, cancel the installation. The reason for 
that is that you now have FAT32-compatible 
FDISK and FORMAT on your boot floppy. If 


applicable, you now copy the config.sys, 


autoexec.bat and CD driver files to the flop- 
py, not forgetting to edit the command lines 
in config.sys and autoexec.bat to point at 
the new location of the driver files. : 

Now reboot with the new boot floppy, 
then repartition and format your C: drive 
in FAT32 format with FDISK and FORMAT 
from the floppy, and start installing OSR2. 
After first making sure that the CD reader 
works, of course . . 


But why should I? 


For the benefit of new chums, let me start 
by explaining what the FAT (File Allocation 
Table) system is all about. Each track on a 
disk is divided into sectors, and space is 
allocated to each file in units of so many 
sectors, called clusters. The number of 
sectors to a cluster — or rather, the number 
of Kb that can be stored per cluster — 
depends on the disk size and is imposed 
by the FAT. 

The FAT is a table with an entry for 
each cluster on the disk, consisting of a 
flag that may mark the cluster ‘in use’, 
another that may mark it ‘faulty’ and — 
numerical pointers to the preceding and 
following clusters owned by a particular 
file. Because the pointer numbers are 16- 
bit binary numbers, this table can address 
only 65,526 (64Kb) clusters. = 

I'm Sure you're ahead of me here. Yes, 
that means the size of each cluster is in prin- 


ciple the total disk space (or, to be precise, 





Enter. A Windows 95 system shutdown 
closes the registry, and drops you back to 
a DOS session, but displays a graphics 
message for you to turn off your computer, 
even though it’s really sitting at the familiar 
C: prompt. If you want to keep operating in 
DOS mode, type ‘mode co80’. 


Icons anonymous 


In DOS, Alt+255 is a handy non-display- 
ing, non-keyboard character that makes 
any filename unopenable — except to 
those who know the secret. You occasion- 
ally see the advice to use this in Win 95 
; icon names — to create an icon without 
: text under it — and why not, icons have a 
meaning of their own and once you know 
it, you don’t need the text. But Win 95 
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reacts unpredictably and the icon may 
become unusable. Instead, use Alt+0160, 
which is the ANSI non-displaying space 
(Windows uses ANSI code, not ASCIl). 
As Microsoft logic will have it, even 
anonymous icons must have different 
names; do this by adding a unique num- 
ber of ordinary spaces after the non-dis- 
playing one — they won't show up, either. 
Just one problem: when you run 
Defrag or Scandisk, you'll get an error 
message about “invalid long filenames 
in \Desktop” and when you choose the 
“fix” option, you'll get squiggle file- 
names instead of your invisible ones. 


Controlled panel 
If you're using the Control Panel quite 


often but only using some of its icon, you 
may want to reduce the clutter and speed 
up access. There's a very easy way: 

1. Right-click the Start button and 
select Open from the pop-up menu. This 
opens the main menu section as a folder. 

2. Right-click on a blank part of the 
folder and select New, Folder from the 
pop-up menu. Name the new folder 
Controls or whatever else catches your 
fancy. 

3. Open the Control Panel as usual.

The problem with this is that if you have a- 


really small file — say, 10 bytes — it still takes 
up 32Kb on a 2Gb partition (or 8Kb on a 
512M one).

Well, if you need to store files larger than 
512Mb, you can't do it — but that also means 


~ much fewer files, so there will be little wasted 


space even on an undivided disk. 
~ However, Microsoft could see the time 


~ coming when drives larger than 2Gb would 
be in use, and had presumably been 


nagged half to death about wasted space on 
large partitions. Hence FAT32, which is the 
same system but uses 28-bit numbers (four 
bits are reserved for other use) to address 


= 268,435,456 clusters per partition. Cluster 
size is set to 4Kb (as for a 256Mb partition), _ 


so this system can theoretically handle parti- 
tions up to 1Tb (yes, folks, 1024Gb). 
However, sanity prevailed and somebody 


realised that handling that many FAT entries 


would be seriously slow, so the system was 


limited to 8Gb with the 4Kb cluster size; for 
larger partitions (2Tb is the limit), larger clus- 


ters are used. DOS-type applications (the 
ones that can run in a W95 box) can only be 
used on partitions up to 2Gb and Win 32 
applications can handle 4Gb — just to make 
life more complicated.

Summing up the advantages and draw- 


backs, FAT32 lets us have larger partitions | 








and we lose less dead space at the 
expense of some small speed loss and lim- 
itations on DOS and Win32 programs. How 
much is the dead space improved? Well, in. 
the previous example, we’d get 20,000 x 
2Kb = 39Mb. The FAT for that disk, always 


stored in two copies, would take up about 


AMb more than the FAT16 version, so call it 
43Mb. That's a sizeable improvement, but 
not earth-shattering. 

So which system should we use? Well, 
let's put the waste space ‘problem’ into per- 
spective: using our extreme example and 
subdividing the disk into four logical drives, 
the lost space is all of 3.8 per cent, as 
against FAT32’s 2.1 per cent. Big, smelly, 
gently steaming deal .. . 

If you're after extreme space saving, 
there’s a better way. Compressing a FAT16 
drive with DriveSpace 3.0, all your files are 
stored in a single real file, and the maximum 
space waste possible is one byte less than 
32Kb — which is not even a fleabite consider- 
ing that you've just crammed 4Gb worth of files 
on to that 2Gb disk... 

Would | recommend compressed FAT16 
over FAT32 if space is critical? You bet. Only 
if | absolutely had to have single partitions 
larger than 2Gb would | use FAT32; the 
drawbacks in the form of driver and appli- 
cation problems will have to be ironed out to 
make a more general adoption worthwhile.

Manage your own memory 


If you're trying to free up lots of con- 
ventional memory (perhaps for an old 
DOS game), you'll find that OSR2 lacks 
the familiar DOS MemMaker utility. 
That's okay — you don't need it to con- 
figure Windows 95 to manage conven- 
tional memory for each application. 
Copy the MS-DOS Prompt shortcut on 
the desktop or elsewhere, right-click the 
shortcut icon and select Properties from 
the pop-up menu. On the Program tab, 
click on the Advanced button. Check the 
MS-DOS Mode box, then click Specify a 
New MS-DOS Configuration. Click on the 


Configuration button, and check the EMS 
box.

Windows only 


Dodgy disk access 


If your BIOS or hard disk controller has 
an in-built optimising routine for disk 
access, Windows 32-bit disk access 
could needlessly repeat the optimisa- 
tion, slowing — rather than speeding — 
disk operations. Check the documenta- 
tion for your BIOS and hard disk to see 
what you have. 


Undeleting under 32-bit file 
access 


Windows for Workgroups 3.11 offers 
the option of 32-bit file access but, if 
you accept it, you lose Windows 
Undelete for files on the hard drive. 
However, if you have DOS 5.0 or later, 
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you can recover a zapped file from the 
native DOS prompt (type HELP 
UNDELETE for details). 


Quick check 


To quickly check whether Windows 32- 
bit disk access is slowing your system, 
disable it for the current session by typ- 
ing WIN /D:F to start Windows. 


Two’s company 

No matter how many applications are 
open, pressing Alt, tapping Tab and 
releasing Alt switches to the previous 
application you were using. This is a 
great timesaver when you're split-typ- 
ing between two applications. 


Skip the Startup 


The Startup Group is handy for auto- 
matically opening programs you use all 
the time. However, it’s a nuisance to 
have to wait while all the heavyweights 
load if all you want to do is one quick 
job — like sending a fax or checking an 
address. To bypass the Startup group 
for quickies like these, after you type 
WIN and press Enter, press and hold 
Shift until Program Manager appears. 


Window cleaning 


If you regularly make a mess of your 
desktop, uncheck Save Settings on Exit 
from Program Manager's Options 
menu. That way, every time you restart 
Windows, it will tidy your desktop. 


Redecorate on demand

Fastest drive 


Give Windows a speed boost by telling 
it where to put those files on your 
fastest hard drive. If it’s the D: drive, for 
example, create the directory DA\TEMP 
and add the line: 


SET TEMP=D:\TEMP 


to your autoexec.bat file. 


Clean sweep 


Not all programs clear out their contri- 
butions to D:\TEMP when _ they’re 
closed, especially if they're closed by 
crashing, so it's a good idea to check 
D:ATEMP from time to time and delete 
any stragglers. Be sure to quit 
Windows and do this from the native 
DOS prompt — otherwise deleting tem- 
porary files Could cause Windows to 
crash. 


Compression depression 


If you’re using DriveSpace or other disk 
compression, storing temporary files on 
the compressed drive drags Windows 
down. Instead, use the uncompressed 
host, usually the H: drive. Create 
H:ATEMP and put a matching line: 


SET TEMP=HATEMP 


in your autoexec.bat file. After reboot- 
ing, you can delete C:\TEMP (the origi- 
nal temp file) and its contents. 


File Manager refresher 


The File Manager display can't always 
be current if other applications add or 
delete files, if you make changes at the 
DOS prompt or if you swap floppy 
disks. To be sure what you see is what 
you have, press F5 to refresh the active 
File Manager window.

Because of the way Windows runs 
each DOS application in its own virtual 
PC, however, there are two tricks for 
dealing with TSRs that can't be loaded 
high into UMBs from autoexec.bat. 
Trick 1: If a TSR is used only by a 
particular DOS application, create a 
batch file located in the application’s 
home directory that loads the TSR and 
then runs the DOS application. In the 
application’s Program Information File 
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Shrinking Program Manager 


Applications 
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(PIF), put the name of the batch file in 
the Program Filename field and put the 
path for the application’s home directo- 
ry in the Startup Directory field. 
Loading the TSR this way means it 
won't rob RAM from other DOS appli- 
cations — whether run from Windows 
or from the native DOS prompt. 

Trick 2: For TSRs used only by 
Windows applications, create a batch 
file called winstart.bat in your Windows 
directory and load those TSRs from this 
batch file. Like autoexec.bat, which 
runs automatically at bootup, 
winstart.bat runs every time you start 
Windows in 386 enhanced mode. 
These TSRs will load into extended 
memory, clearing conventional RAM for 
DOS applications. 


Windows way 
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For either of these tricks to free up 
conventional RAM, be sure to remove 
the line that loads the TSR from your 
autoexec.bat file. 


Backup 


Make a backup of any system file — 
config.sys, autoexec.bat, win.ini and 
system.ini — before you try to change 
it. Then you can easily put things back 
the way they were if your changes cre- 
ate havoc. 


Text editor 


When editing system files use a text 
editor, such as DOS Edit or Windows 
Notepad, not a word processor. 


Each way bet 


The best way to temporarily disable a 
line in win.ini, system.ini or config.sys is 
to put ; at the beginning of that line. In 
autoexec.bat, add REM, followed by a 
space at the beginning of the line. 
Disabling a line this way makes it easy 
to reinstate that line, typo-free, by sim- 
ply removing whatever you added at 
the beginning. 


Starting over 


For changes in win.ini or system.ini to 
come into effect, you have to quit and 
restart Windows. If you change con- 
fig.sys or autoexec.bat, you have to 
reboot to see the effects of your editing. 


Clean boot 


lf a change to your config.sys or 
autoexec.bat startup files prevents 
your PC from booting, DOS 6.x will 
bypass both files at bootup if you press 
F5 when the message ‘Starting MS- 
DOS .. .’ appears. Then you can use 
Edit to repair the offending file and 
reboot. 


Step-by-step 

To determine which line in a startup file 
is causing the problem, or to skip a line 
when booting, press F8 at the ‘Starting 
MS-DOS .. .. message. DOS will dis- 
play each line in config.sys and ask 
whether to carry out that command. 
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You'll then have the option to run 
autoexec.bat. Users of DOS 6.2x will 
be able to step through autoexec.bat 
as well as config.sys. 


Lock out the bypass 


To deactivate F5 and F8, preventing 
someone else from accidentally or 
otherwise bypassing the startup files, 
add the line SWITCHES/N to your 
config.sys file. 


User’s choice 


If you want to decide on a particular 
config.sySs command every time you 
boot, add a ? at the end of the com- 
mand name. For instance, the line 
INSTALL=CA\DOS\SHARE.EXE _ /L:500 
would become INSTALL?=C:\DOS\ 
SHARE.EXE /L:500. 


Caching your CD-ROM 


SmartDrive from DOS 6.2 or later will 
cache CD-ROM drives, but only if the 
line that loads mscdex.exe in your 
autoexec.bat file comes before the one 
that loads smartdrv.exe. 
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Lost CD-ROM drive 


If you've installed a second hard disk — 
or increased the number of partitions on 
a single disk — it could confuse your 
CD-ROM software. That’s because 
DOS demands that logical drive letters 
for hard drives go in sequence. If your 
disk is drive C: and your CD-ROM drive 
D:, a second disk drive assumes the D: 
identity, pushing your CD-ROM drive to 
E:. The confusion comes because some 
CD-ROM software will only look for the 
disc on drive D:, the location when the 
software was _ installed, instead of 
checking with DOS to see where the 
CD-ROM drive actually is now. 

You can repair the damage by rein- 
stalling the CD-ROM software. Before 
you do, avoid similar problems in future 
by leaving room for hard drive expansion. 
Unlike DOS’s rigid assignment for hard 
drives, the logical drive for a CD-ROM 





doesn't have to be the next in succes- 
sion. All you have to do is add the switch 
/I:h to the mscdex.exe line in your autoex- 
ec.bat file, substituting for H the actual 
logical drive you want for the CD-ROM. 
The line would look something like this: 


LH C:\SB16\DRV\MSCDEX.EXE /V 
/D:MSCDO001 /M:15 /L:H 


Logical expansion 


If you specify a logical drive beyond E: 
for your CD-ROM drive, you'll also need 
the line: 


LASTDRIVE=H 


(or further along in the alphabet — it 
can go up to Z) in your config.sys file. 
But don’t be unnecessarily extrava- 
gant. Each drive reserved beyond E: 
eats up about 100b of conventional 
RAM, so you'll waste about 2Kb with 
LASTDRIVE=Z if you only need five or 
fewer logical drives. 


Network sharing 


To share your CD-ROM drive on a 
Windows for Workgroups network, add 
the /s switch to the line in your autoex- 
ec.bat file that loads mscdex.exe. 
Other PCs on the network don’t need to 
have mscdex.exe loaded in order to 
use your CD-ROM drive.

Clearing conventional RAM 


If you crave conventional memory, go 
for OpenDOS DPMS-savvy server.exe 
(Personal NetWare server), 
NWCACHE, NWCDEX, DELWATCH 
and the Stacker disk compression 
software. All except NWCDEX can be 
configured from Setup. However, 
avoid using Stacker on any drives 
used by Windows 95 or NT. The same 
applies to DELWATCH, which goes 
berserk over long filenames — use 
the less weighty DISKMAP instead for 
delete recovery. 


History repeats... 


Although MS-DOS uses the DOSKEY 
command for macros as well as 
recalling previous keystrokes, 
OpenDOS~ divides’ those _ roles 
between HISTORY, which is installed 
by default, and DOSKEY.

Command mode 


Despite NT’s GUI glamour, it still retains 
links to its MS-DOS roots. Identified by 
an MS-DOS icon on the Programs 
menu, the Command Prompt looks like 
the good old DOS prompt — and typ- 
ing to it is often the only way to make 
NT toe the line. 


FAT rules! 


When it comes to trading data, FAT is 
the common currency. That's because 
a drive formatted with NTFS is invisible 
to PCs running DOS, Windows 95 or 
OS/2. If you need to share data across 
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a network with non-NT PCs, stick with 
FAT for formatting your NT drives. The 
same applies if you dual-boot and want 
access to your NT files from the other 
operating system on your own PC. 
Floppies don’t require a decision — 
FAT is the only option. 


Omnipotent NTFS 


Running an NTFS drive poses no prob- 
lem if you're the one trading data with 
FAT drives. Multilingual NT translates 
automatically between systems, and 
FAT files created from NTFS-based NT 
are readable from DOS, Windows 95 or 
O$/2: 


Converting the FAT 


After you install NT, you can convert a 
FAT partition to NTFS by typing: 


CONVERT D: /FS:NTFS 
at the command line, where D: is the 


name of the drive you want to convert 
from FAT to NTFS. Running convert 
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files,

Bootup barter 


While NT is running, convert can't 
swap FAT for NTFS on the NT boot 
drive. However, it will give you the 
option of converting the next time 
you boot the PC, and will automati- 
cally reboot after swapping the file 
systems. 
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Brute force FAT 


Unfortunately, convert is only a one-way 
utility, and won't transform an NTFS drive 
to FAT. The only way to do this is to refor- 
mat the drive, which you can do by click- 
ing Start, Programs, Administrative Tools, 
Disk Administrator, Tools, Format. 
Formatting destroys all the data on that 
drive, so be sure to backup first and 
restore after reformatting. The process is 
more complex if the drive holds NT sys- 
tem files, because you have to run Setup 
from your NT installation floppies, and 
reformat the drive from there. 


Elbow room 


Even if you have plenty of space on 
another drive, some _ applications 
demand to be installed on your NT drive 
(the one where your NT files are kept). A 
nearly full NT drive, however, could 
scuttle the installation. You can create 
more native NT space by moving the 
paging file (hard disk space NT uses as 
virtual memory) to another drive.

CHKDSK run around 


As many of you know, if your system is 
shutdown improperly, OS/2 will run a 
CHKDSK on your system during its 
next startup. You can get around this in 
Warp 4.0 by using the following line: 


IFS=CAOS2\HPFS.IFS {FORCE /QUIET 
/AUTOCHECK:CDE 


Assuming you also have an F: drive, 
and it has had a ‘dirty’ shutdown, it will 
not be checked. This is where the 
/FORCE command comes into the pic- 
ture. The /Quiet command's job is to 
hide any screen output. As nice as the 
/FORCE feature seems it is never a 
good idea to leave a dirty drive in that 
state. You should run the chkdsk.exe 
command on it as soon as possible.

Internet addresses 





intelligent guessing 


Looking for a company’s Web site but not 
sure where to start? You can, of course, 
use a search engine to track it down. But 
here’s a much quicker technique that 
often pays off: simply use the company’s 
name. For instance, if you want to locate 
drivers for your Hewlett-Packard printer, 
type www.hewlett-packard.com — or 
www.hp.com (hp is a common abbrevia- 
tion for Hewlett-Packard) into your brows- 
ers address box and see if you make a 
match. Chances are, you will. You can 
also tack “au” onto the end of the 
address if you want to see if there’s an 
Australian site for the company. 

(By the way, all three of these address- 
es — www.hewlett-packard.com, www. 
hp.com and www.hp.com.au_ work. 
Companies often have multiple address- 
es which point to the same site, to ensure 
that customers can find them easily.) 

Here’s one caveat: the obvious 
address is not always the correct 
address. For instance, if you're looking 
for Creative Labs so you can find the lat- 
est software for your Sound Blaster card, 
typing www.creative.com will turn up a 
site, but it’s not Creative Labs. You'll 
need to type www.creativelabs.com to 
get to the correct place. It’s not always 
obvious you’ve stumbled onto the wrong 
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site: make sure you look around careful- 
ly when you first arrive. 


Smart addresses 


Browsers have been getting progres- 
sively more intelligent about Web 
addresses. It used to be that you had 
to type the full address, including http:// 
at the beginning. Then they did away 
with the need for the Atto:// and you 
could get what you wanted without it. 

The most recent generation of 
browsers go one step further: you don’t 
even need the www prefix and com suf- 
fix. For any Web address that takes the 
form www.sitename.com, all you need 
to do is type sitename in the address 
box and hit Ctrl+Enter. Unfortunately, 
this doesn't work for addresses ending 
in .com.au. Nor will it work when you're 
looking for an FTP site or other non- 
Web Internet address. Then you'll have 
to provide the full address. 


Auto-complete 


Save yourself typing and let your brows- 
er do the work: both Netscape Com- 
municator and Internet Explorer 4.0 fea- 
ture auto-completion of addresses. Each 
browser stores a list of recently visited 
Web sites. When you start to type an 
address, the browser will attempt to auto- 
complete the full address for you by look- 
ing up matching entries from sites you've 
visited in the past. If the auto-completed 
entry Is incorrect, simply keep typing.

S ometimes when you're online 
you need to know your IP 
address. This is the address 
assigned to your connection to the 
Internet, and it’s how information 
you request gets sent to you cor- 
rectly. If you play online games with 
others and in various other circum- 
stances, you'll need your IP 
address to create a direct connec- 
tion between you and another 
Internet user. As your IP is dynami- 
cally assigned — that is, you get a 
different IP each time you connect 
to the Internet — how do you know 
what yours is? 

It's easy to find out: 

1. Click the Start button and 
choose Run. 

2. In the Run dialogue box, type 
winipcfg and click OK. 

A dialogue box will be dis- 
played, containing your IP address 
as well as other information. 




















































searching for on the Net while you're 
doing your own scavenging? 
Magellan’s Voyeur (http://voyeur. 
mckinley.com/cgi-bin/voyeur.cgi) is a 
snooping program that lets you see 
what terms other people are using to 
search the Net.

However, if you search for dolphins 
AND communication or dolphins AND 
“interspecies Communication” (the syn- 
tax will differ slightly depending on which 
search engine you use, but this is the 
most common form) you'll get a much 
more focused set of search results. 


The missing links 


Web administrators use a file called 
robots.txt to tell search engines what 
pages in the site not to index. That 
means, of course, you can use that 
same robots.txt file to find some of the 
cute stuff that’s hiding in a particular 
site. You may find some of the pages 
are password protected or otherwise 
off limits, but you can nevertheless 
enjoy some interesting browsing. 

To get a look at robots.txt, type the 
address www.sitename.com/robots. txt 
(substituting the correct URL for a partic- 
ular site). You can then try appending 
the listed folders to the site’s main URL. 
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Backing up bookmarks, 
addresses and downloads 

If you’ve ever had to format your hard 
disk drive, you'll Know the process: you 





first trudge through all your folders, 
checking for data and other files you 
need to backup. Once you’ve made 
your backup, you proceed with the for- 
mat, reinstall Windows and your appli- 
cations, and then copy back your data. 

It’s all too easy in this process to for- 
get to backup your Internet goodies: 
your favourites or bookmarks, your e- 
mail address book and mailbox, and 
program files you've downloaded. So, 
next time before you reformat — in fact, 
you can do this with any regular back- 
ups you make — make sure you copy 
your bookmarks and e-mail files. 

If you use Internet Explorer, backup 
the \WINDOWS\FAVORITES folder and 
locate the \MAIL sub-folder (if you’re 
using Outlook Express). The Outlook 
Express address book can be particu- 
larly hard to locate: it’s usually a file 
called UserMPS.wab in the \WINDOWS\ 
APPLICATION  DATA\MICROSOFT\ 
ADDRESS BOOK folder. If you can’t 
find that file, look for another WAB 
(Windows Address Book) file. 





If you use Communicator, you can 
grab the file bookmark.htm from the 
\PROGRAM FILES\NETSCAPE\USERS\ 


YOURNAME folder. You'll also find 
your e-mail files stored in a sub-folder 
there, too. 

For Microsoft Exchange, you'll usu- 
ally find the address book (a PAB file) 
and mail inbox (a PST file) stored in the 
\EXCHANGE folder. 

Losing all your downloads can be 
particularly annoying, especially if 
you've gathered together a collection 
of Windows upgrades and browser 
add-ons over time. To ensure you don't

tracert: This is the trace route command, and 
that’s just what it does — it traces the route you © 
take to access a particular server. The tracert 
command will give you a listing of all the servers 
you pass through on your way to your final des- 
tination (up to a maximum of 30 hops — if your — 
route is longer than that, you're likely to give up 
waiting for the connection), and the time it takes 
for each segment of the journey. You use tracert 
_in the same way as you use ping: 
1. Connect to the Internet. 
2. Open a DOS window. 
3. Type tracert www.sitename.com, substi- 
tuting the correct URL in the command. 


have to re-download all these files — : 
and providing you have the necessary 
disk space, of course — create a sep- 
arate (DOWNLOADS folder and place 
a shortcut to it on your Desktop. Then, 
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f you've ever stumbled over cryptic 

browser messages such as 400: Bad 
request or 404: Not found, you may appre- 
ciate some of the hostility that is directed 
towards Unix, the operating system upon 
which most of the World Wide Web is built. 

Mostly, this lack of user friendliness does- 
nt matter, as it remains hidden from the aver- 
age Internet user. But if you come face to face 
with any of those not-so-rare error messages, 
youre going to need some Unix-to-human 
translation to understand what’s gone wrong. 
@ 400: Bad request The address is some- 
how incorrect. The URL may not exist or 
you may not have authority to access the 
document on the server. 

What to do: Check that you typed the URL 
correctly. Remember that Internet addresses 
are case sensitive, SO Www.pagopago.com/ 
Holidays is not the same as www.pagopago. 
com/holidays. If you’re not used to typing 
URLs, it’s very easy to leave out the correct 
punctuation or to substitute a slosh (\) for a 
slash (/). PCs are very finicky about this stuff. 

If you're trying an address you found else- 
where — perhaps in a magazine or on a Web 
site — it’s possible that the original author got it 
wrong. You might want to check the capitalisa- 
tion or try just the first part of the address. For 
instance, if you can’t get to www.pagopago. 
com/Holidays, try www.pagopago.com by 
itself; and then see if you can manually navi- 
gate to the Holidays page. 

@ 401: Unauthorised You're treading on 
restricted ground. The page you've tried to 
access is only available to people authorised 
by the host or those with the correct password. 
Sites can also restrict access to those people 


who are connecting from a particular domain: 
for instance, you might only be able to access 
a Site if you connect via a .edu or .gov domain 
or via a particular country domain. 

What to do: If you know you should have 
access to the site, check the spelling of 
your password, including the case. 

@ 403: Forbidden This is very like 401. The 
page youre trying to view is password pro- 
tected or restricted in some other way. 

What to do: If you have the password for the 
site, check the spelling. If you still can’t get in, 
you may need to e-mail the site’s Webmaster. 
@ 404: Not found The particular page you're 
looking for can’t be found on the server. It 
may be that the page no longer exists 
(remember, the Web is a very volatile place 
and no page lives forever) or that it’s been 
moved to another location or renamed. 

What to do: Once again, check the spelling 

of the URL. You can also try going up one or 
more levels and seeing if you can locate the 
page that way. For instance, if you're looking 
for www.microsoft.com/ie/IE40/security.asp 
and can't seem to find it, try www. 
microsoft.com/ie/IE40 and, if that doesn’t help, 
try www.microsoft.com/ie and finally www. 
microsoft.com. Once you manage to load a 
page, you can then try navigating your way to 
the page or using the site’s search facility, if it 
has one, to locate the page you want. 
@ 502: Service temporarily overloaded This 
one's fairly self evident: so many people 
are accessing the server that it can’t han- 
dle the load. 

What to do: Try again later. If it's a very 
high-traffic site, try accessing it at a time when 
most people are likely to be asleep. If it’s a US-

Browse anonymously 


What with cookies, security leaks and 
smart scripting, you never quite know 
how much information is being gathered 
about you while you're busily gathering 
your own information on the Net. 

If you'd like to make it harder for 
people to track you on the Internet, you 
Can use a proxy server which will keep 
your identity hidden from cookies and 
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other site snooping code. Just set your 
Start/nomepage to www.iproxy.com.

Browsing 





Multiple windows 


Your browser may have to wait for a 
page to download, but you don't. Try 
opening two or more browser windows. 
It won't degrade performance much 
and, often enough, will increase your 


based site, this is pretty easy to accomplish. 
@ 503: Service unavailable This is a “tem- 
porarily out of order” sign, and it’s sometimes 
reported as Gateway timeout. It means either 
the server that hosts the site is currently not 
working or is unavailable, your ISP’s server is 
down, or your own system or company Internet 
gateway (if you're on a LAN) is not working. 
What to do: Wait a minute and try again. 

If you get the message for a lengthy period 
or with every attempt to connect to any site, 
check that your PC and LAN connections 
are functioning, and then check with your 
ISP or the remote site. This may entail a 
phone call to their tech support line. 
@ Bad file request You've requested a page 
that contains a form with a feature your 
browser can’t support. 

What to do: Let the Webmaster know 
the form is unusable. 
@ 500: Internal Error There’s something 
wrong at the Web site itself. As their server 
is not functioning correctly, it’s unable to 
provide you with the requested Web page. 

What to do: Contact the site's 
Webmaster or administrator, or try again 
later in the hope that they have noticed the 
problem and fixed it themselves. 
@ Connection refused by host Like the 
Forbidden and Unauthorised messages, this 
one usually means you've tried to access a 
password-protected site or one _ that’s 
restricted to users from particular domains. 

What to do: If you have the password, 
check that you typed it correctly and try again. 
If it still won’t work, contact the Webmaster. 
@ Helper application not found or Viewer 
not found Most browsers require additional 


browsing efficiency. You can read one 
page in one window while downloading 
another page or even starting a file 
transfer in a second window. If you find 
a link you want to check out on the cur- 
rent page you're reading, drag the link 
into the second browser window and 
let it load there while you continue to 
read. If you want to keep track of what’s 
happening in both windows simultane- 
ously, minimise all other windows 
except your browser windows and then 
right-click the time in the Taskbar and 


choose Tile Windows Vertically. 
Learn the rhythm 
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programs to ‘view’ files such as sound 
clips, video, 3D VRML pages, ZIP (com- 
pressed) files, soreadsheets and so on. 

What to do: The latest versions of the major 
browsers usually offer to install the required 
‘viewer or ‘helper’ program automatically. If 
you want to view the file, click OK to install the 
program and follow the prompts. If your brows- 
er doesn’t prompt you for automatic installa- 
tion, you'll usually find the error message pro- 
vides information about the type of file that 
can't be viewed. Look for a reference to graph- 
ic, VRML, audio and so on. Most sites will pro- 
vide a link to another site where you can down- 
load a viewer. Alternatively, check out PC 
User's Net Sites/Plug-ins listing (at 
www.pcuser.com.au) or try out Netscape’s 
extensive list of plug-ins at http://nome. 
netscape.com/comprod/products/navigator/ 
version_2.0/plugins/index.html and its guide to 
configuring helper applications at http://nome. 
netscape.com/assist/neloer_apps/index.html 
@ Failed DNS lookup You've typed a URL 
that can’t be converted into a valid Internet 
adaress. 

What to do: Check that you typed the 
URL correctly. If you did, wait a few sec- 
onds and try again. 

@ File contains no data You've connected 
to a server that doesn’t have any Web doc- 
uments on it. 

What to do: Try the URL once more. If 
you still get the same message, try again 
later: it may be that you’ve stumbled onto 
the site just as it’s being updated. 

@ Host unavailable The site’s server is cur- 
rently down. 

What to do: Try again a few times. If you 


Connections on the Internet vary second 
by second. You can try a site one minute 
and find it unavailable, then 30 seconds 
later you can get through. Or you can 
connect to a site and find it infuriatingly 
slow, but try again five minutes later and 
things flow beautifully. The trick is know- 
ing whether it’s worthwhile hitting the 
reload button a couple of times, or 
whether you've hit a very heavy traffic 
flow and you should try later. 

There are no hard and fast rules for 
assessing this. In fact, a lot of it is done by 
feel. The crucial tools that will helo you 
decide whether a connection is merely 


still can't get in, the site may be down for 
maintenance. Try again later. 

@ Host unknown |t could be that the site’s 
server Is down (as with the previous message) 
or that your modem lost the connection. 

What to do: First try re-accessing the 
site by hitting the Reload button. Make sure 
you've typed the URL correctly and that 
you're still online. 

@ Network connection was refused by the serv- 
er This usually means you've come across an 
overworked server that can't handle any more 
users. This is the message you get if the server 
hasn't been set up to display the more informa- 
tive “Service temporarily overloaded” message. 

What to do: Try again. If you still don’t 

get on, be patient and try again later. 
@ NNTP server error This is a Usenet news- 
group error message. You'll come across it 
when you're trying to join a newsgroup but 
can't get access. 

What to do: First, make sure you typed 
the newsgroup address correctly. If you 
did, try again later. If you still can't get on, 
it may be that your ISP doesn’t provide 
access to that particular newsgroup — 
you'll need to contact your ISP to find out 
and, perhaps, complain about its absence. 
@ Permission denied This is an FTP message 
which you'll see if you try to upload a file to an 
FTP site and the site administrator doesn’t want 
you to. You may also see it if you try to down- 
load a file using the wrong syntax or simply 
when the site is too busy to handle an upload. 

What to do: Check that you’re using the cor- 
rect syntax. If so, try again later. If you still can’t 
upload the file, contact the site's administrator. 
@ Too many connections — try again later 


You're trying to access a site that s already 
overwhelmed with visitors. 

What to do: Try again a few times and, if 
you still can't get in, try again later. 
@ [oo many users This is the FTP equiva- 
lent of the ‘Too many connections’ mes- 
sage. FIP sites allow a certain number of | 
anonymous connections at any one time. If — 
you try to log on when that limit is reached, 
you'll receive this message. . 

What to do: Keep on trying. Remember, — 
some of the really big download sites, such as 
Netscape and Tucows, have mirror sites else- _ 
where which make the same files available. t 
you are locked out of the main site by heavy - 
traffic, see if you can find a mirror site to use. 
@ Unable to locate host This is similar to the - 
Host unknown message. It means the site’s _ 
server is unavailable at the moment, or that. 
you've lost the modem connection. 

What to do: Check the spelling of the 
URL and click Reload to see if you can get. 
through. If not, make sure you're online. — 
You may need to wait and try later. 
@ Unable to locate the server The particular 
server where the site is located cannot be 
found — either it no longer exists or you've 
got the URL wrong. 

What to do: Check your spelling. 
@ You can’t log on as an anonymous user This 
is a message from an FIP site. Either the site 
doesn't provide anonymous access, or it's 
reached its limit for anonymous users. 2 

What to do: Try again later. If you're 
using your browser to access the FIP site, 
make sure you've configured it correctly: 
most FTP sites require an ID of anonymous — 
and your e-mail address as the password. 


slow or is likely to time out are your 


modem indicator lights, in particular the 
receive data (RD) and send data (SD) 
lights. By watching these lights frequently 
while you're online, you can become 
adept at working out how your connection 
is proceeding. There’s a typical rhythm to 
a good connection that you'll become 
accustomed to. Even sluggish connec- 
tions have their own rhythm — with elon- 
gated pauses — which will let you know 
that if you just hang on, the page will load. 

The absence of any activity in the 
SD and RD indicators for anything 
more than about 10 seconds, however, 


almost always indicates a connection 
that’s not proceeding. The exception is 
when you've filled in a form or 
accessed a site with a database, and 
you're now waiting for the site to 
acknowledge receipt of your form or 
look something up in its database. 

With an external modem, position it so 
you can see the lights while you're surfing. 
If you have an internal modem, or would 
like an even easier visual cue, in Windows 
95 you can display a modem status indi- 
cator in your Taskbar which displays the 
SD and RD activity.

Go non-graphical 


Most of the time, it’s the high-bandwidth 
features of Web pages, such as graphics, 
sound, video and so on, that make them 
: SO enjoyable. But when your object is to 
> find information rather than to surf, those 
* Whiz-bang features can obstruct rather 
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than enhance your Web experience. 

If you're searching for text-based 
material and you want to maximise your 
efficiency, turn off the graphics and 
sound features in your browser. In 
Navigator you'll find the controls in the 
Edit Menu, Preferences option. In IE4, 
open the View Menu, Internet Options, 
and then click the Advanced tab. Scroll 
down the list until you find Multimedia, 
and you'll find settings for sound, 
graphics, animation and video. 


DOS browsing 


You don't have to have Windows on your 
PC to be able to browse the Internet. 
You can browse the Net even on an old 
8086 machine, if you’ve managed to 
keep one running as long as this. 

If you'd like to browse the Net from 
DOS, there’s a great page of links to DOS 
browser downloads at www.fdisk.com/ 
doslynx/. This page includes links to both 
graphical and non-graphical browsers, 
plus other DOS gems including e-mail 
and digital security programs. 


FTP 





Download locally 


The most popular file download sites can 
get choked with traffic. Make sure you try 
mirror sites — sites that contain an exact 
copy of the contents of a major site. In 
particular, using Australian mirror sites 
will often help you avoid delays and 
international congestion. 

If the Australian sites are slow, use a 
site that’s in a ‘dead’ time zone. You'll 
usually find around 2am to 5am local 
time is a good time to access files any- 
where on the globe. 





Exchanging vCards 


Many people insert a ‘signature’ at the 
end of each e-mail message they send. 
This may simply be their name and title, 
or it may include a graphic of their sig-

box and away you go. Pay attention to 
the adjective basic. Your Web brows- 
er is a very poor substitute for a good 
FTP program. Not only will an FTP pro- 
gram, such as CuteFTP or WS_FTP, 
‘provide many more options and let 
you access sites that might be closed 
to your browser, but they are also far 
more efficient at downloading files. 
Browsers don’t always maintain a 
constant connection to a site; an FTP 
program will, making your download 
faster and less prone to dropping out.

Netscape Communicator and Internet 
Explorer 4.0 (as well as some other e- 
mail products) provide a neater option 
in the form of ‘vCards’. 

The vCard is the virtual equivalent of 
a business card.

With Communicator, you can attach 
a vCard via the Attachments tab in the 
New Message window.

Phone phantoms 





f your modem shares the line with a 

voice phone, the double duty could 
mean double trouble for your data 
calls. Be sure to flush out these phan- 
toms before you go online: 


Call waiting 


The alert that ‘Call Waiting’ sends, 
letting you know another caller wants 
to get through, could disconnect 
your modem. You can put Call 
Waiting on hold by dialling #43# 
before you go online, and reactivate 
it afterwards with *43#. For both 
cases, wait for the ‘busy’ tone before 
hanging up. 

In Telix for DOS, you can automat- 
ically disable Call Waiting by adding 
DT#43# just before the “M at the end 
of your modem initialisation string 
(press Alt+O, M, A to edit the string). 
This modification makes the modem 
go off the hook and dial #43# after 
it's initialised when Telix. starts. 
Provided your modem can detect 
and report a ‘busy’ tone (enabled for 
most modems with either X3 or X4 in 
the active profile), it automatically 
hangs up and returns to command 
mode following Telstra's recorded 
message. 

Unfortunately, there's no corre- 
sponding way to automatically re- 
activate Call Waiting when you quit

Telix. However, you can create a 
macro to do the job, as follows: 

Step 1: Press Alt+K and select 
Regular, Display to see what keys have 
been assigned to macros. 

Step 2: Select Edit and press Alt+1 
(or whatever key you want to use for 
running the macro). 

Step 3: Type ATDT*4344M (AM has 
the same effect as pressing Enter). 

Step 4: Be sure to select Save 
before choosing Exit. 

To reactivate Call Waiting after 
you're offline, press Alt+1 and wait for 
the modem to hang up before pressing 
Alt+X to quit Telix. These same con- 
cepts can be adapted for most other 
communications programs. 


Power grab 


A modem connection that regularly 
gets noisy — possibly even discon- 
necting — after being online for 10 to 
20 minutes is probably caused by 
your telephone handset grabbing 
phone power to maintain its memory 
of stored numbers. Touchfone 200s 
manufactured before the 26th week of 
1990 (26/90 stamped on the under- 
side) were notorious for this. If 
unplugging the handset before you 
go online solves the problem, you've 
found a quick fix. For the long haul, 
replace your phone with a later 
model. 


Fine-tuning your 





A wonky phone line can cripple your 
communications sessions. These are 
the points to check if you suffer from 
speed-challenged online sessions: 

1. Pair gain. If your 33.6Kbps 
modem is struggling to connect at 
9600bps, it could be because your 
phone line is on a pair gain system. In 
its simplest form, this lets Telstra run 
two or four phone services on a single 
cable, with a corresponding reduction 
in bandwidth (and modem top speed). 





Online 


f your Motorola Lifestyle modem locks 
up after a few minutes when connected 
to a Hayes Optima, try adding S90=249 to 


the Lifestyles initialisation string. in 
Windows 95 or NT4, select Settings, 
Control Panel from the Start menu and 
double-click Modems. Then _ select 
Properties from the General tab and 
Advanced from the Connection tab. Type 
S90=249 in the Extra settings field — this 
is sent to your modem after the initialisa- 
tion string — and click OK. 





With two sharing services, each has 
half the normal bandwidth, dropping 
to one-quarter each with four services.

and data compression, modern 
modems can move data from your PC 
at a faster rate than their soeed over 
the phone line.

If your port speed is above 9600bps 
and CRC errors plague your down- 
loads, your PC probably needs a 
UART transplant. A UART, which 
stands for universal asynchronous 
receiver/transmitter, controls the data 
flow through your serial port. If you’re 
running DOS or Windows 3.1x, type 
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MSD at the DOS prompt and check 
the COM Ports screen. If the modem’s 
port doesn’t have a 16550 UART, 
either replace the existing chip (if it’s 
mounted in a socket, not soldered 
onto the board) or install a high-speed 
serial card. 


Windows 3.1 comms driver 


A 16550 UART accumulates data in 
its 16-byte transmit and receive 
buffers, and releases the data at a 
preset trigger level. The communica- 
tions driver comm.drv supplied with 
Windows 3.1x triggers the receive 
buffer when data reaches byte 14 — 
too close to the limit for many PCs. If 
downloads in Windows are still falling 
over after you've upgraded to a 
16550, try the freeware replacement

Bullet-proof password 


If you want to keep others from using your 
BBS account, you need a secure pass- 
word. Avoid choosing anything that’s 
easy to guess, such as the name of the 
BBS or its sysop, your name or that of 
your partner or pet. Also shy away from 
obvious numbers, such as the BBS phone 
number or your own. In fact, if you’re seri- 
ous about security, don’t even consider a 
string of numbers for your password, 
because that’s easy to crack. Determined 
hackers can also easily check if you've 
used any word that appears in a dictio- 
nary — so what's left that’s not so obscure 
youll never remember it yourself? 

Pick a short phrase that contains at 
least one number (or a word that sounds 
like a number, such as “to” or “too’”). 
Make your password from the first letter 
of each word, with numbers and souna- 
alikes replaced by integers. “I have four 
dogs to feed every day” gives the pass- 
word ih4d2fed, for example. The num- 
ber of words you can have in the phrase 
depends on the length of the password 
the BBS software will accept, but six to 
10 words is usually a good choice.

It's Dial-up Networking, [your 
setup], Properties, Configure, Connection 
and uncheck “Wait for dial tone”. : 
You might also have a close read of 
your modem manual, if there is an AT com- 
mand there to make it detect a aial tone, 
type that into ‘Extra settings’ after clicking 
Advanced’ in the same dialogue box. 


OSR2 reboot nuisance 


Q: If you have not shut down Windows 
properly or had a power cut or a software 
problem, such as a game causing you to 
reboot your computer, Windows 95 OSR2 
startup will make the computer automati- 
cally go into ScanDisk, which is fine until 
you have the odd bad sector on your hard 
drive. But then you will find that ScanDisk 
goes into a full hard disk check taking up 
to 15 minutes or more depending on your 
hard disk size, which is most irritating 
because it always reports no problems; 
you can abort the full ScanDisk only to find 
you have to do it next time you boot up 
your computer — properly or not.

Internet Explorer 4.0 that have been 
identified so far concern installation and the 
Active Desktop or ancillaries.

_ itself seems nearly trouble-free, apart from 
some hardware and driver incompatibility. 
Much information is already available in the 
Readme files; do make sure that you read 
them carefully before installing IE4. 

One common problem at the installation 
end is that if you have previously installed 
the IE4 beta and uninstalled it before 
installing the final version as instructed, the 
uninstaller does not remove the Java folder 
and some other odds and ends.

An unusual matter was reported by a 
group of German researchers and called 
the ‘Freiburg’ text-viewing bug in their 
honour. It means that a malicious Web site 
could read a text, HTML, or image file 
from a user's hard disk — provided that 
the intruder knows the filename and path. 
And even if those conditions are met, the 
site cannot destroy or tamper with any 
data. While this is not a really big hole in

New Pentium bug 


Back in 1994, Intel caused itself a 
major headache by responding slowly 
and dismissively to the discovery of a 
bug in its Pentium processor. The com- 
pany has learnt from its mistakes, and 
has moved quickly to acknowledge a 
new Pentium bug recently uncovered. 
The FO bug, as it’s been dubbed, is 
not something that you’re likely to run 
across in everyday usage. In fact, it 
can only be triggered by a program 
written deliberately to make use of the 
bug. While that means you don't have 
to worry about stumbling across it next 
time you use Quicken to balance your 
budget, it does mean you could down- 
load a program from an untrusted 
source and discover it mischievously 
uses the bug. The bug, or ‘errata’ as 
Intel likes to call these glitches, affects 
standard Pentium and Pentium MMxX 
processors. It causes the machine to 
crash, requiring a cold boot (pressing 
Ctrlt+Alt+Del won't work). Intel is Ccur- 
rently working on a workaround. — RV

Upgrading to ‘Windows 97’ 


Using Windows 95? You probably think 
you've got the latest version of Windows 
(aside from Windows NT of course). 
Maybe not, if you bought your PC before 
late 1996. At around this time, Microsoft 
sneaked out a significant upgrade to 
Windows 95 called OSR2 (OEM Service 
Release 2). Unfortunately, it’s strictly for 
OEMs (Original Equipment Manufactur- 
ers), which means that you can get it 
only when buying hardware. That does- 
n't mean that you have to buy a whole 
computer; some _ dealers _ satisfy 
Microsoft's requirements by selling it 
with a hard disk or the like. 

How can you tell if your PC is run- 
ning OSR2? If ScanDisk is launched 
automatically when Windows is restart- 
ing after an accidental shutdown, then 
you've got OSR2. OSR2 features many 
more improvements including the 
option of using a new file system, called 
FAT32 (see ‘FATter disks’ on page 72). 

Is it possible to get hold of OSR2 if you 
don’t buy new hardware? Not legally. But 
you can download many of the OSR2 
components, such as bug fixes and minor 
updates from Microsoft's Web site at 
www. microsoft.com/windows/pr/winosr2.

Slick sharing 


Windows for Workgroups 3.11 (WFWG) 
comes with vshare.386 v3.11.0.300. This 
loads from system.ini, So to share files 
between programs or over a network, 
you don't need to load the DOS program 
share.exe from your config.sys or 
autoexec.bat file — as you do with 
Windows 3.1x. Unfortunately, some 
Windows applications, as well as shared 
copies of Windows 3.1x run over a net- 
work, often can't tolerate share.exe. 

Unlike the original WFWG version, 
the updated vshare.386 v3.11.0.402 in 
ftp://ftp.microsoft.com/softlib/mslfiles/ 
ww1000.exe also works with Windows 
3.1x running in 386 enhanced mode. 
The update also cures a problem that 
sometimes causes WFWG to hang 
when you reboot. If you currently have 
vshare.386 in your \WINDOWS\ 
SYSTEM directory, make a backup 
copy before following the installation 
instructions in the readme.txt file con- 
tained in the archive. — LH 


3D dialogue boxes 


Many Windows programs, such as 
mIRC v3.51 and later and NetTerm 
v3.2.x, can render 3D dialogue boxes. 
However, they will revert to the stan- 
dard Windows display — and may 
warn you about it with the opening 


protest: ‘Cannot find CTL8DV2.DLL’ — 
unless you slot this 3D display con- 
troller into your \WINDOWS\SYSTEM 
directory. You can pick up v2.05 of the 
driver from ftp://bitsy.mit.edu/pub/dos/ 
aloha-beta/techinfo/ctl3dv2. dll 

Unlike many other drivers, such as the 
earlier ctl3d.dll, having multiple copies of 
ctl8dv2.dll makes a mess of the program 
that needs to use it — so it’s important to 
do a search and delete any other copies 
on your hard disk. Users of Windows for 
Workgroups 3.11 can also use ctl3dv2.dll 
v2.26 that comes with Windows 95. — LH

Steady serial port 


Does your PC sometimes lock up when 
you're trying to go online? If you have a 
486 or Pentium, it could be the SMC 
665 Super |/O chip frequently used for 
integrating 16550 UARTs on the moth- 
erboard. Unfortunately, that chip can 
become trapped in a mode where data 
is always detected in its FIFO buffer, 
and your PC keeps waiting to open its 
serial port until the FIFO buffer is clear 
— which never happens. 


Or, does your modem always connect 
the first time you try after starting 
Windows for Workgroups, but never on 
the second and subsequent attempts — 
possibly hanging your PC in the process? 
This could be caused by your modem 
rebelling against an extra NUL character 
sent by the serial port driver just before 
the serial port is closed at the conclusion 
of the first connection. Both of these bugs 
are zapped with the upgraded serial port 
driver (serial.386, 17/02/94), available 
from ftp://fto.microsoft.com/softlib/ 
mslfiles/wg1001.exe — LH 


Solo 32-bit file access 


If you’re running 32-bit file access but 
not 32-bit disk access, you'll need 
rmm.d32, the 32-bit file access real- 
mode mapper. You'll also need it if you 
want to enable 32-bit file access on a 
drive compressed using DriveSpace, 
DoubleSpace or Stacker, or if your PC is 
on a network. However, when loading 
Windows applications, PCs running on 
some networks will cop a five-second 
delay before any disk activity occurs. 
This is due to the in-built five-second 
timeout in rmm.d32 v3.11 originally sup- 
plied with Windows for Workgroups. 

The updated real-mode mapper 
(rmm.d32, 16/12/93) lets you control the 
effect of this timeout. The new driver's 
default timeout is one second, which you 
can alter by adding a RMMTimeout= line 
to your system. ini file, as explained in the 
readme.txt file enclosed in the archive 
ftp://ftp.microsoft.com/softlib/mslfiles/ 
wg0973.exe. — LH 


Unlock the keyboard 


If you set your password to null when 
installing Windows for Workgroups 3.11, 
your PC may hang at the Password dia- 
logue box or in Program Manager — 
even though that same PC may have run 
Windows 3.1x without a flutter. That's 
because the keyboard controller for 
many PCs generates extra interrupts 
each time a key is pressed or released. 
Although the virtual keyboard driver 
(VKD) supplied with Windows 3.1x 
ignores those extra interrupts, the one 


accompanying Windows for Workgroups 
does not — hence the hangs. 

This updated VKD_ (vdka.386, 
01/12/93) ignores the extra keyboard 


interrupts, thereby eliminating the 
hanging. The readme.txt file that 
escorts the DLL in the archive 


ftp://ftp.microsoft.com/softlib/mslfiles/ 
wg0974.exe explains how to edit your 
system.ini file to use vdka.386 instead 
of the VKD_ usually loaded by 
win386.exe, Windows for Workgroups’ 
bulk driver depot.

If you run the 83COM Etherlink III driver 
elnk3.386, your PC could hang when 
the network is busy — particularly if 
there are several types of data packets 
other than those for NetBEUI. The 
archive ftp://fto.microsoft.com/softlib/ 
mslfiles\wg0990.exe holds an updated 
driver to fix the problem. — LH 


Recalcitrant redirector 


The program that juggles requests for 
resources, such as files and printers, 
shared over a network is called a 
redirector. The WFWG redirector lives 
in net.exe and can be run in either 
basic or full mode. Basic mode occa- 
sionally falls over when writing files to 
a network server, saving zeros for 
part of the file instead of its correct 
contents. Using the full redirector 
avoids the problem. However, if you 
want to stick with the basic redirec- 
tor, there’s an updated net.exe, 
net.msg and neth.msg in the archive 
fto://fto.microsoft.com/softlib/mslfile/ 
nnet.exe. — LH 


Stop Unix snoops 


If you have any Unix-based computers 
on your network, they could have 
access to an entire drive on your PC 
when you only intended to share one 
Subdirectory on that drive.

Service packs 


service Pack 3 (SP) is the latest bulk 
bug fix for NT4. It adds a host of new fea- 
tures, aS well, and you'll find them all 
described in the file readme.txt (or 
sp340.txt). That file also lists the 200-odd 
bugs bashed by SP3, and nearly as 
many done under by SP2 and SP1, along 
with references to Knowledge Base arti- 
cles describing the symptoms of each 
bug and the nature of the fix. The most 
important part of the file is the installation 
instructions. It also tells you how to unin- 
Stall the SP in case it creates more prob- 
lems than it cures. Note that to allow for 
uninstalling the SP you need at least 
60Mb of free hard disk space on your NT 
drive for saving the files SP3 replaces. 
NT4 SPs are cumulative, So you can 
install SP3 without first installing SP2 or 
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SP1 — and still end up with the fixes 
from all three. SP3 is available from 
fto://ftp.microsoft.com/bussys/winnt/ 
winnt-public/fixes/usa/NT40/ussp3/. 
Replace the /ussp3/ in that address 
with /ussp2/_ for SP2 files or with 
/ussp1/for SP1 files. — LH 


Getadmin 


The sneaky utility getadmin.exe circulat- 
ing on the Net lets ordinary NT users 
move up to the Administrator's group, 
thus scoring administrative rights to the 
system. The patch Getadmin-fix, which 
must be applied after SP3 (see above), 
plugs this security hole. Getadmin-fix also 
removes two other bugs created by SPS: 
1. With the Colour Palette set to True 
Colour (in Display Properties), Internet 
Explorer 3.02 may hang if you connect to 
a Web site containing a Java application. 
2. A double mouse click gives the 
same effect as a single-click in some appli- 
Cations, including Visio Professional 4.x. 
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If you apply Getadmin-fix, available 
from fto://ftp.microsoft.com/bussys/ 
winnt/winnt-public/fixes/usa/NT40/ 
hotfixes-postSP3/getadmin-fix/, it's not 
necessary to apply the individual patch- 
es, Java-fix and Dblclick-fix, previously 
provided to fix those two bugs. — LH 


TCP/IP lockout 


Known to insiders as Denial of Service or 
simply the Out of Band bug, this security 
hole lets someone who knows your Cur- 
rent IP address knock you off the Net. No 
sooner had Microsoft created a cure — 
which is incorporated into SP3 — than 
someone discovered a way through the 
updated TCP/IP stack (tcpip.sys). An 
updated update was released a couple of 
weeks after the first, and is available as a 
patch for SP3, from ftp://tp.microsoft. 
com/bussys/winnt/winnt-public/fixes/usa/ 
NT40/hotfixes-postSP3/icmp-fix/. The 
updated patch for systems with only SP2 
applied is available from ftp://fto.microsoft. 


com/bussys/winnt/winntpublic/fixes/usa/ 
NT40/hotfixes-postSP2/oob-fix/. — LH

Another NT  no-shipper, Microsoft 
Personal Fax lets a single user send and 
receive faxes. You need a modem with a 
class 1 fax, which you won't be able to 
share with other users. Before installing 
Personal Fax, SP2 or better must be 
applied and the modem must be offline.

Truncated decimals 


Here’s a perfect example of how not to 
treat your customers. There’s a known 
bug in Lotus Notes 4.x’s Excel file view- 
er. If you've defined a custom number 
format for your Excel worksheet and then 
try to view the worksheet in Notes, you 
can have no confidence in the numbers 
you're viewing. The Notes viewer elimi- 
nates all the decimal points from the cus- 
tom formatted numbers, resulting in val- 
ues multiplied by 100. The problem 
affects Excel 5.0, 6.0, 95 and 97. 

Here’s the really cute part: there's a 
fix for the problem, but Lotus couldn't be 
bothered releasing it. Why not? Because 
the company is concentrating on new 
product development and testing and 
applying the fix “will take a lot of work”. 

To rub salt into customers’ gaping 
wounds, Lotus has said it won’t include 
the fix in Notes 4.52 or 4.6. Instead, it'll 
toss it in when it gets round to releasing 
Notes 5.0. The fix is available directly 
from Inso Corporation (the company 
which developed the Viewer for Lotus) 
but at a price tag of $US30 per seat it’s 
not an attractive solution. — RV

Service Release 1 


If you use Office 97, then you'll want 
Service Release 1 (SR-1). The original 


SR-1 contained a bug, but there’s an 
updated version now available. 

This major update fixes a whole par- 
cel of bugs and issues in Office 97. In 
particular, it makes it much easier to 
share files created using Office 97 with 
users of Office 95. SR-1 updates your 
Office package to use the Word 6.0/95 
Binary Converter. With this converter, 
you can save Word 97 files in true Word 
95 binary format — unlike the original 
release which produced an RTF format 
disguised as a Word 95 ‘DOC’ file. Also 
included in SR-1 is enhanced support 
for POP3 and SMTP Internet e-mail in 
Outlook 97, support for Intel's MMX 
technology, a new Snapshot utility for 
Microsoft Access, and a bunch of new 
file viewers and converters.

If you have a named cell range in a 
Microsoft Excel spreadsheet that 
includes cells in column DY or higher 
and you try to insert it into an Adobe 
PageMaker 6.5 (or earlier) publication, 
you may end up with nothing more than 
an empty text block. 

The workaround Is to specify the cell 
coordinates in the Cell Range text box 
in the Excel Import Filter dialogue box, 
instead of using a named range. 
Alternatively, make sure your named 
range doesn't include cells in column 
DY or higher. — RV

JH: Ever since | started reviewing 
games regularly | feel their magic 
has gone. I've played platform 
games, sports and machine sim- 
ulators, strategy games and all 
those Quake-inspired shoot-at- 
anything clones.

by high-performance hardware 
and the techniques garnered from 
past smash hits. Just read some 
of Julian Schoffel’s reviews in 
recent issues of PC User. If any- 
one should be hard to impress, it 
should be our very own games 
editor. And yet, as recently as four 
months ago he called Dungeon 
Keeper “perfection”. I'd certainly 
like to see more games that know 
how to exist happily in the 
Windows 95 world. It’s a hard call 
for a games developer — do you 
optimise your game to run on a 
high-performance, Windows 95 
machine or try to cater to as broad 
a base of users as possible by 
making it work across platforms? 
I’m sure we'll see far more games 
stability once developers get ruth- 
less and abandon older hardware 
and software combinations. 
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JH: I'd like to see games devel- 
opers get back to basics and 
focus on gameplay and intelli- 
gence. I'd like Windows 95 
installations as well. But those 
cussed DirectX drivers of theirs, 
which are supposed to improve 
screen refresh, keep changing 
and introduce other hellish 
incompatibilities.
